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LEADING THE DEMOCRATS 


MATTBRS TO COME BEFORE 
THE STATE CONVENTION. 
THE ATTITUDE TO BE ASSUMED TOWARD 
THE ADMINISTRATION—THE DELE- 

GATES TO GO TO 8ST. LOUIS. 

Few delegates to the Democratic Siate 
Convention arrived in the city yesterday. 
and hardly any of those who did come are 
qualified to speak as leaders. Conferences 
more or less animated were in progress all 
flay and well into the night on the part of 
local leaders. Some of these consultations 
bore on the question of how the delegates 
and other visitors are to be received, 
and much work was done in the way of 
preparing the facilities required for carry- 
ing on the work of the convention. 

It is settled that the convention, whose 
deliberations are to begin at noon to-mor- 
row in the Academy of Music, will be in 
session two days. There was an idea that 
the work could be all done ina single day, 
but this notion has been abandoned for sev- 
eral reasons. Oneisthatit is a long time 
since a Democratic Convention has been 
held in this city and the local gentlemen 
wish to give the country members a taste of 
metropolitan hospitality. A second and 
equally potent reason is that there is much 
to talk over, even if only informally, and it 


will do no harmif a litte extra time is given . 


to the discussion. Thereis a general feel- 
ing that harmony should prevail in the end 
and that the conclusions arrived at should 
meet with general satisfaction in the party. 
Ifa little time is needed to bring about 
such a result itis felt that the hours will 
not be counted as wasted. 

The most important matter te be consid- 
ered by the convention is its attitude 
toward the Administration. This, however, 
is a foregone conclusion. Resolutiens com- 
mending the President and directing the 
delegation from this State to vote as a unit 
in favor of his renomination will be adopted 
without question. 

Politically considered, the most interest- 
ing question to come up is that of the per- 
sonnel of the delegation at large from the 
State te the Democratic National Con- 
vention. Up to yesterday it seemed 
as though the friends of Gov. Hill 
would try and have him lead the 
delegation. The most significant change in 
sentiment during the day bore on this mat- 
ter. It had been contended by the Gov- 
ernor’s friends that the effort to make his 
claims to recognitition appear as antagon- 
iatic tothe!President was utterly unfounded. 


The Governor, so it was said, would be only’ 


too glad to head.a delegation instructed to 
vote as a unit for Mr. Cleveland, and the 
friends of the former would be found in due 
course bearing their share of the burdens of 
the campaign in favor ef the present occu- 
pant of the White House. 

A number of persons known to be friendly 
to Gov. Hill were early in the field here sur- 
veving the ground. Edward Murphy, Jr., 
James W. Ridgway of Kings, Patrick J 
Sutley, and William F. Sheehan have been 
among the early arrivals. They have found 
little to comfort them if they really wished 
to getup a boom for the Governor amon 
the local delegates. Tammany Hall an 
the County Democracy, although each is 
striving to make the best show for itself, 
and therefore not inclined to agree where 
either can make a point by refusing to do 
so, are pretty well settled on one point. 
This is an uncompromising hostility toward 
Gov. Hill and any attempt to push him for- 
ward. They will do their best to infuse the 
same spirit among the visitors if need be. 

_ . It would gy a the way th 
friends of Gov. Hill epee yesterday, tha 
ther. had given up the idea of trying to 
make a fight on the question. They did 

not care ae ae but what they did 
say was in effect: ** The Governor, if chosen 

a'delegate at large, will go to the National 

Convention, of course; but he will not 

euter into a struggle to be made a delegate.” 

Later in the day it was suggested that the 

so-called friends of Gov. Hill were some- 
what hasty and that he was not at all de- 
sirous of being selected as a delegate. 

In point of tact the Governor, in order to 
go as a delegate, would beobliged to neglect 
some very important public business and 
put himselfin the attitude of willfully ig- 
poring duties which he is paid to perform. 
The Legislature which has just finished its 
session pitchforked into the Executive 
Chamber about 250 billsor so. The Goy- 
ernor has just 30 days to examine this mass 
of attempted legislation, and thereisenonugh 
and more than enough work for him to do 
in attending to this. The bills before 
hii include many important ones, such 
as the Saxton electoral reform measure 
and others, which require close scrutiny 
and study. If the Governor were to be 
rhosen as a delegate to the National 
Convention the term ef 30 days would be 
curtailed into @ scant ioriuight, and the 
results might not be regarded as altogether 
cieditable. At any rate, even the suspicion 
that the Governor of the State might be ig- 
norimg or neglecting his proper functions in 
order to meddle personally in politics would 
be apt to hurt not only him but the party 
as well, which permitted him to do so. 
Considerations of this kind are apt to be 
potent with the delegatesin case the name 
of Mr. Hill is brought forward. They are 
quite likely to be presented as reasons for 
not asking him to head the delegatien from 
the State. 

the delegation at large from this State is 
likely to contain two from this city. This 
is owing to the fact that there are two fac- 
tions here and it will not do toignore either 
one of them. Ex-Mayor Edward Cooper 
will be the choice of the County Democracy 
and Roswell P. Flower is apt te be Tam- 
many’s seleotion. Kings Nepcigg | will proba- 
bly be represented by Hugh McLaughlin, 
and the list of delegates at large will be 
filled by the addition of George gow of 
Rochester. 

_To-day promises to be a day of much ac- 
tivity in the Democratic hosts. There will 
be meetings of the National Executive 
Committee and of the State Committee. 
Besides these the different local committees 
onarrangements will also beinsession. Upon 
the action taken by these bodies and upon 
the results of the different informal consul- 
tations, which will be had between the del- 
egates during the day, much depends. They 
will map out the nature of the discussions 
and their scope, perhaps. 

The convention, as is above stated, will 
begin its sessions at noon to-morrow. 
Mayor Chapin of brooklyn will, very likely, 
be the temporary as weil as the permanent 
Chairman, although the many friends of 
Frederic R. Coudert of this city think ke 
would be an equally fitting man to preside 
over the deliberations. The position is an 
honorary one and is not invested with any 
especially important powers. Committees 
will be chosen by the convention and the 
business generally will be kept within the 
control of the body. 

The convention promises to be exception- 
aliv free from the visits of contesting dele- 
gations. The only notable case of the kind 
is the Nelson-kyan skirwish, where ex- 
Judge Nelson heads the contestants. 

The work which the convention will be 
called upon to do outside of its indorse- 
ment of the Administration and its direc- 
tion tothe delegates to vote as a unit for 
Mr. Cleveland willincitude the choosing of 
the delegates at large and the district dele- 
gates and alternates, the selection of 36 
lectors for President and Vice-President, 
the naming of 2 new State Committee, and 
the atlirmance of a declaration of principles. 
Both the delegates aud the members of the 
State Committee will contain a large pre- 
ponderance of Cleveland men. , 

The resolutions to be adopted will depend 
@ great deal upon the result of deliberations 
still to be had. Tammany Ilall will present 
a strong resolution proposing a plank in the 
national platform against the system of 
trusts, and this will meet with most hearty 
acceptance. There is a disposition to go 
slowly on the tariff and civil service 
reform questions. As to the former, 
many think it will be _ sufticient 
to reaffirm the utterances in_ recent 
Democratic platforms as being adequate. 
As to the civil service matter, there 15 apt to 
be some i though a resolution atat-

ing that Mr. Cleveland’s course is the best 
earnest of the reform that may be expected 
from the Democracy may not be out of 
place. But the tariff and the civil service 
queens will, however, come in for their 
share of discussion. That much alone is 
certain on these points. 

One of the side shows of the convention 


' will be the efforts at hospitality toward

Tammany and the County Demoerats are 
each striving to see which can make the 
best impression on the countrymen. Recep- 
tiens by beth organizations have been 
already noted. Tammany thought it made 
quite a hit in having a_hole punched 
through the side of the Academy ef Music 
so as to enable the delegates te proceed 
under cover to Tammany Hall, where a 
“‘spread” is to be.

THE KENTUCKY §DERBY, 


GALLIFET THE FAVORITE WITH THE 
RACING PROPHETS. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 13.—Since its in- 
auguration, a dozen years ago, the Kentucky 
Derby has been an annual event second to nena 
that comes_round with each Springtime. There 
is always abundant speculation, guessing, and 
betting, which usually narrows down the night 
before the event te some favorite, whe ranks some 
lengths abead in the pooling Dut does notalways 
get first under the string at the finish. This has 
been of so frequent occurrence that it has be- 
come a maxim inthe blue grass belt that the 
Derby is never won tillitis run. It has rarely 


been a cinch, though * the talent” nearly always 
argue it out on that basis beforehand, 

This present Derby has come upto the night 
befere, proving no exception tothe general rule. 
“The talent’ claim thatit is a sure thing for 
Gallifet, and if the colt rons as he works 
Barnes’s colors will certainly be carried to victo- 
ry. But willhe? Everything is setting his way. 
He likes the mud, and to-night & light rain is 
falling. He has worked in 2:364 over the Lex- 
ington ceurse, full weight up, within the week, 
and he leoks as fine as silk, every inch a race 
horse, ready for running. But he has had no 
race this season, and the Lexington track 
is said to be a second or more slower 
than this. He has not been tried over the 
course here, and when he finds himeelf to-mor- 
rew outfor a business engagement with alot 
of very clever goers and amid new scenery, 
he may not make up his mind to run right 
until some other colt hassnatched asure victory 
from him, 

Still he is strongly lied, and, all things con- 
sidered, it looks as though he should win. The 
Chevalier and White are next in favor, almost 
neck and neck, and one of them is expected to 
beat, the favorite if he is fated for defeat. 
The Chevalier had a good race of a mile 
and a quarter at Lexington with tho 
Derby weight, and if he likes the other quarter 
he cannot bé counted out of it until he is beaten 
at the string. White is the stable boy’s favorite, 
and his owner, Seully, thinks he has a chanee. 
Macbeth has shown nothing since the early part 
of the Nashville meeting indicating that he is 
up to Derby form, but he looks well, and there is 
a feoling in certain quarters that he has simply 
been raced for work of late. 

Prince Charlie pulled up lame in his work this 
morning, and it is thought he will not be in it. 


' The stable may start Wonderland, but this is 


doubtful. Zeb Ward is liked by some in the 
round, but even his trainers fear he hasn’t the 
speed. Long Rollshould be goodona heavy track. 
The long feliows have always liked it muddy, 
but his raee at Lexington was very poor. Alex- 
andria and Autocrat are the other starters, as 
the board stands to-night, but they are much 
below par in the eatimation of the speculators. 
The race appears to be between Galifet, Cher- 
alier, Macbeth, and White, with the chances 


} that they will finish almost in the order named. 


THE SUGAK TRUST'S FOH. 


HOW CLAUS SPRECKELS PROPOSES TO 
ee ee WAGE THE BATTLE. 
CnricaGo, May 13.—After passing a few 

hours in Chicago Claus spreckels started last 

night for Philadelphia, where to-morrow he Is to 
meet the engineers and draughtsmen who are 
drawing up plans fer the big refinery with 
which Mr. Spreckels is to fight the Sugar Trust. 

Outside of this project he has another—to give 

beet-sugar raising «# hold in this country. ‘I am 

a man of peace,” he said in explaining his fight 

with the sugar monopoly, “that is except when 


| Iny toes are trampled on. This trust has trampled 


onmy toes and I won't stand it. Itis going 
to be a question who can do the work cheapest. 
With my two retineries I can supply half the 


sugar consumed in this country. My California 
retinery has a capacity of 200,000 tons annually, 
and within a year the Philadelphia plant will be 
equal te a yearly output of 300,000 tons. I have 
bought enough land to increase this yield to 
600,000 or $00,000, counting in the California 
preduct. The total aunual consumption in the 
eountry is about 1,350,000 tons. 6 have got 
to work fast. If we cun turn out 500,000 tons of 
sugar next year the trust will have to shut down 
some of its shops or sell sugar very cheap.”’ 

To establish the beet-rootindustry Mr. Spreck- 


; els says he imperted 500 tons of muchinery 


trom Germany, andis now ready to help every 
farmer find out if his land will raise sugar bects. 
Last year he sent seed to 1,000 farmers. The 
crop, he claims, will help the land, the pulp is 
good fedder for cattle, and itis returned to the 
grower. The average yield of beets per acre 
he pute at notless than 25 tons, for which he 
pays $4 a ton. Mr. Spreckeis says he pute no 
faith in sorghum, with which he has made some 
experiments. The enemy of the Sugar Truat 
expects to romain im Philadelphia until August. 


THE RISING MISSISSIPPI. 


FARMERS ABANDONING THEIR LAND AND 
FLEKING BEFORE THE WATERS. 

Sr. Louis, May 13.—The river is still 
rising here, and the inhabitants of the American 
bottom are moving their stock and pertable 
property back to the bluffs. From the expe- 
rience of former years they know that the 
territory now covered with hun@reds of 
thousands of acres of waving erops may 
to-morrow be covered with 10 = feet 


of water. Reports from the North are very 
alarming, and if the Sny Levee or Madison Dike 
breaks, the less will be millions. A reguiar ex- 
odus has taken piace from the Sny bottoms. A 
number of men are employed watching the 
levee, and a large force is engaged in hauling 
reek and endeavoring to atop the seepage. 

The entire town of Alexandria, Mo., is inun- 
dated, and five feet of water covers the princi- 
pal streets. There has been no loss of lite, but 
the property lessis very heavy. The peepie are 
being taken as fast as possible to the highlands 
acouple of miles back of thetown, The Sny 
Levee is Deing patrolled for many miles by sen- 
linels, whose duty it is to summon agsistance 
when apy weak spots are observed. 


BuRLINGTON, Iowa, May 13.—The river 
rose nine inches here in the 24 hours ending late 
last night, and 1s still rising rapidly. It is now 
141g feet above low-water mark. The Chicago, 
Buriington and Quincy has abandoned traius be- 
tween burlington and Keokuk, and will preba- 
bly be compelled to withdraw its trains from 
the Burlington, Carthage and Quincy line. The 
Iowa Central has abandoned trains east of 
Keithsburg.

ROUTGERS’S DEAD STUDENT. 

New-Brunswick, N. J., May 13.—The 
chapel at Rutgers College was draped in mourn- 
ing this merning, and the entire service was 
given to the memory of young Scudder, whose 
terrible death has been the only thing thought 
of atthe eollege to-day. His mates and society 


friends had draped the chapel, but the whole col- 
lege will have chargeof the funeral. Eight pall 
bearers are to be seiected from the members of 
his sovieties, Philo and Delta, and from his class, 
The Rev. Dr. Scudder, Dean of the ‘heological 
Seminary, preached the sermon at the chapel 
this morning, referring to the two events of the 
past two days, and speaking of the resurrection 
at the last day aud the triumph over death. 
There was nota dry eye among the students 
who filled the chapel. 

Myr. Scudder, after his graduation, was to have 
entered the seminary, and he would have gone to 
India as & missionary, following bis father and 
his grandfather, the Kev. John Scudder, who was 
the tirst medical missionary sent out by the Re- 
formed Church. Seudder’s last hours were very 
peaceful. He left loving messages to friends 
and olassmates. ‘Tell’8Y,” be said, “that I'll 
mneet them—meot them,” and after afew minutes 
he died. ‘The body pow lies at the residence of 
ex-Gov. Ludlow. It will be buried trom Kirk- 
patrick Chapel, Tuesday, at3 P. M. Addresses 
will be delivered by President Gates and Hart 
and Cooper, and prayers by Drs. Mason and 
Deolittle of the colisge. Mra. Scudder, a sister 
of the dead student, arrived to-day from Chicago, 
His classmates were excused freim lessons, and

EVENTS BEYOND THE SEA 


MR. DAVIITT CONDEMNS THE 
PAPAL DECREE, 

HE SAYS IRELAND WILL NOT ACCEPT 
POLITICAL DICTATION FROM ROME— 
THE TANGIER DISPUTE SETTLED. 

Lonpon, May 13.—Michael Davittin a 
speech at Liverpool to-day said that Irishmen 
would not be an iota behind O’Connell in resent- 
ing the Papal rescript. Ireland had done more 
for the church among people throughout the 

English-speaking world than any other country, 

and if this was Rome’s gratitude Irishmen 

wouild be likely to ask themseives questions in 
the matter. Without wishing his remarks 
to be construed as an attack on‘ or aa showing 
disrespect to the church, he said that whether 
the rescript was intended as a political pro- 
nunciamento or not it would be regarded and 
had already been hailed as such by every Coer- 
cionist paper from the Jimes to the meanest 

Unionist rag. He was confident that tho rescript 

had added three months to Mr. Dillon’s sentence. 

Irishmen were compelled to believe that the 


rescript was due to English intrigues, and Ire- 
land would not accept political dictation from 
Rome. 

Lord Salisbury was called upon yesterday by 
a deputation of members of the House of Com- 
mons and others, who asked the Government to 
protect trading and to suppress slave dealing in 
the Soudan. The Premier explained that there 
were only two alternatives—withdrawal from 
Suakin, which would mean the dominance of 
Osman Digna and the slave trade, or the con- 
tinuance of the Egyptian flag at Suakin. An 
English protectorate, he said, sonld not be 
thought of. The Government sympathized with 
the aimsof the deputation, and would advise 
the Egyptian Government to the beat of its

A dispatch from Gibraltar to the Exchange 
Telegraph Company concerning the settlement 
ofthe dispute between the United States and 
Morocco says: “After the withdrawal of the 
claims for a money indemnity an apology was 
tendered to the American Consul, and orders 
were given for the immediate release of the per- 
sons whose arrest gave rise to the treuble.” 

A despatch from Tamatave says that Gen. 
Willoughby has been deprived of the conces- 
sions granted to him by the Government of 
Madagascar, and has been expelled from the 
ceuntry. 

‘The Government has erdered that two modern 
30-ton guns be mounted on the central bastion, 
facing the sea, at Sheerness. Other measures 
of defense will be adopted on the Thames. 

Sir John Pender has reeeived from the Queen 
the deeoration of K. C. M. G. 


LONDON, May 14.—It is expected that 
Lord Wolseley will reply in the House of Lords 
to-day to Lord Salisbury’s recent remarks. 
Earl Wemyss will give notice of his intention to 
call attention te the speeches of both the Duke 
of Cambridge and Lord Wolseley. 

While Mr. O’Brien was riding in Mr. Harring- 
ton’s gig to Mr. Dillen’s residence yesterday, 
the horse stumbled and Mr. O'Brien was thrown 
to the ground and had his arm and face severe- 
ly bruised, 

In connection with the recent assertions of 
the Daily Telegraph with reference to the army 
and navy, Lord Randolph Churehil! has written 
a letter to the paper iu which he says: * Your 
statementa are supported by the highest 
military authority to a greater extent 
than either you oor the public ap- 
pear to be aware of.” He =‘ then 
refers to the inquiry made by his committee and 
quotes the replies of the Duke of Cambridge 
justifying the Zelegraph’s statements, which he 
says “form an instructive commentary upon 
the present system of War fice ad- 
ministration, which continues to spend 
about 2£20,000,000 yearly, mostly derived 
from taxation, and which may claim lasting 
glory for having produced these sublime re- 
sults. The Duke of Cambridge adheres to the 
statements made by him before the committee,” 
continues Lord Randelph, “and the Premier, 
instead of permitting himself to censure Lord 
Wolseley, would better have reassured and 
soothed the public mind if he had been.able to 
disprove and refute the strong and unqualified 
condemnation of our military condition which 
has been given to Parliament itself by the high- 
est military authority.” 


GEN. BOULANGER’S TOUR. 
A SPEECH AT LILLE IN WHICH HE 
ATTACKS THE CHAMBER. 

Paris, May 13.—Gen. Boulanger, speak- 
ing last night at the dinner given in his honor 
at Lille, reminded his hearers that it was not he 
who had advised distant expeditions causing a 
defieit. His crime was simply a desire to con- 
centrate the military forces instead of scatter- 
ing them in the service of sharpers 
who never hesitate betweer personal gain 
and the publicruin. ‘The originators of these 
criminal campaigns are tho men who aceuse me 
of dreaming of war and a dictatorship.” Then, 
severely attacking the Chamber of Deputies as 
a body, Gen. Boulanger said: “Itis not of me, 
but of you that they are afraid. The danger 
they have invented serves io conceal that whieb, 
through them, the country is ineurring.” He 
concluded his remarks with his usual arguments 
in tavor of Boulangist ideas. 

Gen. Boulanger this morning left Lille for 
Valenciennes. Crowds of people gathered to 
watch his departure, and a disturbance arose 
among them, during which the police made sey- 
eral arrests. On his arrival at Valenciennes the 


streets were thronged. He was received with 
cheers, ningled with a few hisses.

— Emperor Francis 
Joseph, accompanied by all the members of the 
imperial family, the Austrian and Hungarian 
Ministers, and the forelgn diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, Was present to-day at the unveiling 
ofa monument to Empress Maria Theresa. A 
grand banquet at the palzee followed. An im- 
perial decree has been issued naming five regi- 
moents after Maria Theresa and Emperors 
Joseph IL, Leopold II., Francis, and Ferdinand. 
and eighteen regiments after famous Generals, 
the object being to preserve the memory of for- 
mer rulers and celebrated military men. 
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THEY OBJEOT TO THE ANARCHISTS. 

CuicaGo, May 13.—The biennial session 
of the North Ameriean Turner Bund to be held 
in this city a week hence promises to result in a 
very lively dispute and possibly a split in the 
order. It is a case of Anarchists and Socialists 
against the foes of both. The row was started 
by the Aurora Turn Verein of this elty send- 


ing out pictures of the executed Anarchists with « 


laudatory notices. The Green Bay (Wis.) Turners 
protested and passed resolutions casting off all 
fellowship with the Auroras, and sent out cir- 
culars asking all other organizations to expel 
Anarchist members, to turn eut Editor Boppe of 


the furn Zeitung of Milwaukee, and to start a 
new organ. Cleveland, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Milwaukee, Peoria, and Buffalo Turners have de- 
clared against the Socialists. Notwithstanding 
the fact, however, that they are in a hopeless 
minority, itis given ont that the Anarchists and 
their sympathizers will make a hard . fight 
tor recognition. They declare that their rep- 
resentation runs up into the thouseuds, and that 
if they are expelled they will start an oppoat- 
tion Turner organization of their own. They 
argues that the discrimination against them 
on account of their views and convictions 
would be a great step backward for the 
Turn Band, and that it would mean an abandon- 
ment of the policy pursued by the Turner er- 
ganizations of the world since the time of 
“Father” John, namely, the further progress 
and enlightenment of the masses at ali times 
and in every way. 

To this the conservatives reply that to 
hold certain views on social questions is one 
thing, and that totry to realize them by crim- 
ina! action ia anotner.

GARFIELD AND THE TARIFF. 


KELLEY PLACED IN AN EMBAR- 
RASSING SITUATION. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The little passage 
at arms betwoen Mr. Kelley and Mr. Townshend, 
whieh took place in the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday concerning the tariff ideas of the 
late James A. Garfield, has recalled to some of 
the older members the Speakership fight of 1877, 
when Mr. Kelley refused to vote for Mr. Gar- 
field, although the latter was the eaucus candi- 
date of his party. The father of high protection 
did not make a very good showing in the debate 
with Mr. Townshend, and this is explained by 
these who were in the House a dozen 
years ago by the statement that Mr.

Atthe beginning 
of the eontroversy with the Lilinois member Mr.

Gartield’s protection doctrines. Then he made 
a contribution to the political history of the 


time by declaring that Garfield was converted 
to protection while one of the visiting 
statesmen at New-Orleans in 1876, and 
publicly announced his conversion = at 
a dinner on Mr. Lawrence’s sugar plan- 
tation, at which 30 persona, including 
Mr. Kelley, were present. ‘Thorefore,” said 
Mr. Kelley, “as a protectionist [ voted for 
President for the man I had refused to vote for 
as Speaker when the caucus of ~ party had 
nominated him because I bélieved him to be a 
free trader.” Mr. Townshend promptly made 
the os that according to Mr. Kelley Garfield 
had been converted to protection in the Fall of 
1876, while Mr. Kelley refused to vote for him 
for Speaker in the Fali of 1877 because 
be was a free trader. The point was 80 
clear that Mr. Kelley squirmed,, while the 
Democrats applauded and Mr. “Townshend 
dwelt upon it until the protectionist finally ex- 
claimed: “ What right have you to interrogate 
me as tO my personal relations and personal 
reasons! There are other questions than tariff 
in the world; tiere are sometimes personal 
questions,” and Mr. Townshend answered that 
he accepted the gentleman’s explanation with- 
out impugning his sincerity. 
familiar with what was going on in 1877 say 
that Mr. Se ee not have been go easily 
tripped up by Mr. Townshend if, instead of de- 
claring that he bolted Gartieid because Garfield 
was a free trader in 1877, he had answered that 
he would not vote for Garfield for Speaker be- 
cause Garfield was an earnest and steadfast 
friend of hard and honest money, while Mr. 
Kelley was then a most ardent and enthusiastic 
friend of the greenback. 


If the Republicans really succeed in offering a 
substitute for the Ways and Means Committee’s 
Tariff bill they will probably be obliged to ignore 


the wishes of Mr. William D. Kelley in at least 
one particular. Mr. Kelley ia earnestly upposed 
to any reduction of the tariff on sugar and he 
wants the Government to pay bounties to all 
But the number of Republican 
Representatives who think the surplus in the 
Treasury should be reduced by putting sugar on 
the free list ia so large that no tariif bill substi- 
tute which does not contain a free sugar item 
on a very substantial reduction of sugar duties 
can obtain anything like the support of the 
party. There is a strong disposition among 
those who favor the submission of a subtitute 
to say to Mr. Kelley that unless he yields to 
their wishes on the sugar question he must 
cease to regard himself as the leader of bis party 
in all tariff? matters. This disposition will be 
largely increased if it is found that Mr. Kelley is 
the principal obstrustion in the way of an agree- 
mentupon a tariff substitute, and there are some 
Repubilcans who think thie is the case now. 


THE OOSTA RICA ARBITRATION, 

PANAMA, May 5.—The arbitration of the 
President of the United States of America on the 
boundary question with Nicaragua bas made a 
very faverabie impresejon on the people of 
Costa Rica, as the cardinal point submitted to 
the arbitration has been judged in absolute con- 
formity with the rights of the republic and 
with the allegations presented by the Govern- 


mext since the beginning of the dispute. Treat- 
ing on this question, the Gaceta Oficial says that 
the settlement for all time of this sole pvint of 
disagreement between the two republics is a 
matter of congratulation to both Governments, 
as its remeval thus makes possible the further 
strengthening of the bonds of fraternity 
whieh unite them, “The decision of 
the arbitrator,” continues the paper, 
“is even ot greater import, since 
by it the rights of both republics stand out 
cloar and unmistakable in the affairs that relate 
to the navigation of the San Juan River and the 
canal concessions, Which have aiso been sub- 
jects of discussion. Lhe boundary question has 
at length terminated in a peaceful manner 
worthy of imitation ever afterward, thanks to 
the good judgment of this Goverument, which 
decided toe subinit the dispute to the decision of 
# person in a high political position, whose im- 
partiality and correct judgment could not but 
inspire them with absolute confidence. Both 
republics consequently owe a lively gratitude 
to the President of the United States for the 
good-will with which he so worthily lent his 
valuable aid to the two sister countries, which 
are alike admirers of the great Republics of the 
North. The republic of Costa Rica delights in 
now paying its homage to President Cleveland.”

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A MEXICAN TRAIN ROBBERY 


THE IRAINMEN SHOT DOWN 
AND THE SAFE STOLEN. 
TWO MEN KILLED AND TWO MORTALLY 
WOUNDED—SOME OF THE ROBBERS 

CAPTURED. 


NoGALEs, Arizona, May 13.—One of the 
Mest desperate train robberies that has ever 
eccurred in the Southwest took place last night 
about 10 o’clock at Aqua Zarea, a smali station 
on the Sonora Railroad, ‘12 miles south of this 


city, im Sonora. The train left here a little © 


after 9 o’clock and consisted of two passenger 
coaches, & baggage, express, and mail car, and 
five freight cars. Just as the train slowed up at 
the Aqua Zarca siding to take wood there were 
several shota fired, and Fireman Forbes fell in 
the passageway between the cab and tender and 
died instantly, a large load of buckshot having 
struek him in the front partof the body. James 
Gray, the engineer, jumped from his seat 
through the cab winduw, and secreted him- 
self under the engine, thereby escaping. Almost 
immediately after the first fire the robbers 
made for the express car and shot Isaac Hay, 


the messenger. One shot struck Hay in the 
head and another in the body, the ball passing 
through the kidneys, making a fatal wound. 
Conductor Lewis Atkinson, who was in the 
baggage car, started out and was fatally shot 
just as he stepped out of the car door. W. H. 
Frenoh, & passenger, who was formerly a con- 
ductor on the Sonora Koad, but whois now on 
the Mexican Central, was standing in the see- 
ond-class coach and was shot in the body, the 
ball passing through his body and ledging in his 
arm. 

When the robbers got into the express car the 
messenger, who had fallen to the floor at the 
first shot, feigned death, and the robbers turned 
him over and took from his pocket the keg to 
the safe, a small iron box. After getting the 
key they could not unlock the box, and three of 
them carried it off. The passengers, of who 
there was a large number, made a rush 
for the forward part of the train, but 
were met in the third-class apartment 
of the forward coach by some of the robbers, 
and warned by one of the rubbers, who spoke 
English well, tu **Get back; get back.’’ There 
were two Mexican customs guards on the train 
—two guards go on each train in Mexico—and 
they were covered with guns and told to keep 
quiet, as were also all the passéngers who were 
armed. 

Seon after the safe had been taken from the 
car eight Mexiean customs iine guards, who 
were encamped haifa mile north of the station 
and had heard the iiring, appeared on the seene, 
and the robbers made their escape. The train 
men then sidetracked the freight ears, 
and brenght the remainder of the train 
with the wounded back to this city 
arriving about 1 ~o’clock this morn- 
ing. As s00n as the train arrived a 
posas was made up and the train again started 
on its trip, taking the posse as far a8 the scene 
of the robbery, where they got off and followed 
the Mexiean customs guards who were on tho 
trail of the robbers. The posse that went from 
here found the express safe a short distance 
from the siding. It had been unlocked, and the 
contents, about $130 in American money and 
some papers, taken cut. 

There were six robbers in the party, all Mexi- 
eans, and all wore masks. They tired about a doz- 
en shots. After leaving the train they took a 
southerly eourse for some distance, and then 
turned northtfor the purpose, it is supposed, 
of reaching the line and crossing into the United 
States. 

Soon after the train got back to this city Con- 
ductor Atkinson breathed his last. It 1s thoush- 
that the ri ah Messengerand French cant 
not survive through the day. Conductor Atkin- 
son and Fireman Forbes, both of whom leave 
families, were buried this afternoon and their 
funerals were attended by the major portion of 
the townspeopie. Nearly all places of business 
were closed. 

It is a surprise to every one that this train 
should have been assailed by robbers. It is rare 
that trains on the Sonora Road carry enough 
money to make it an inducement to robbers to 
attempt so hazardous an undertaking. How- 
ever, the pay car had arriyed the day be- 
fore irom QGuaymas, and it had been 
the intention to bitch it te last night's 
train, but this was not done. Early this 
morning a large posse wags started on 
horseback by the authorities of Nogales, Mexico, 
aud a bumber have gone out from the American 
side of the town. The ofiicials feel sure that the 
robbers, or at least some of them, will be 
caught, anda report to that effect would not 
@reate the least surprise. Opinions differ 
as to who the robvers are. Some are 
inclined to the belief that they are 
a party of bandits from the lower part 
of Mexico, who bave been closely pressed 
by the military, while others believe the party 
Was nade up In Nogales. The latter presump- 
tion is the most probable, and despite the vizi- 
lance, both on the American and Mexican sides 
of the town, there are at all times a greater or 
less number of worthless loafers hanging along 
the line, but no one bas ever supposed they had 
the conrage to attempt to “hold up” a train. 
That they were ail Mexicans, however, there is 
no doubt. The policy of doing the killing tirat 
and then committing the robbery is thoroughly 
Mexican. 

This afternoon the Mexican autherities arrest- 
edtwo Mexiean customa guards on suspicion, 
and they were brought across the line and taken 
into the presence of Express Messenger Hay, 
but he failed to resoguize them. He says he 
could recognize noue Dut the Man whoshot him. 
A little later the American officers arrested and 
locked up an American named J. J. Taylor 
on suspicion. A hat which Taylor wore 
yesterday in this city was lost by one of 
the robbers and picked up by one of the pur- 
suing party. Later thia evening a party of 
Mexican ofjicials who were sent in pursuit of 
the train robbers came in with four Moxican 
prisoners, Three of them were recognized as 
vaqueros in the employ of three American 
ranchers living just North of town. There 
are still several large parties in 
pursuit ef the robbers, and it is the intention of 
the Mexican authorities to arrest every man 
they find seuth of here who cannotgivea wholly 
satisfactory account of himseif. The funeral 
train which pulled out of town at 5 o’clock was 
appropriately decorated in mourning and was 
crowded witk people.

the disputed authority of the Pastor and Dea- 
con, would again preside over the united schoois, 
Both sehoola mes as usual. Down stairs the 
old Superintendent was in charge, and Deacon 
Marble took a class. The Paster’s school met up 
stairs and came down stairs in a body, headed 
by the Pastor, who ascended the platform and 
gave outa@ahymn. Membersef the down-stairs 
school sould not find it, because the Pastor's 
school had procured new books, and when the 
Pastor’s friends had finished singing, Deacon 
Carpenter of the down-stairs school asked for 
information. Whon the Pastor tried to give it 
he wae interrupted, and a personal altercation 
followed, which continued until late into the aft- 
erpoon. Fiery language was used, some of the 
debaters came into personal conflict, and Deacon 
Carpenter was at one stage of the proceedings 
hustled out.

BUSINESS PROSPEOTS GOOD. 


BUFFALO AND ROCHESTER FLOURISH- 
ING FINELY. 

BurraLo, N. Y., May 13.—Reports from 
the towns and cities in Weatern New-York and 
Northwestern Pennsylvania show that business 
is in @ healthy, if not particularly active condi- 
tion. In the opinion of conservative men the 
decreased movement of merchandise is an excel- 
lent thing. It is some seven years since the 
railroad managers saw the posibilities of Buf- 
falo and demonstrated their faith ia her future 
as a railroad centre by spending here a number 
of million dollars. This opened the new era of 
prosperity and rapid growth, and the city has 
gone on improving and develeping, the land 


values have steadily advanced and the popula- 
tion has kept on increasing until the ultra-con- 
-servatives have grown tired of predicting a col- 
lapse. : ‘ 
hen, again, enterprise, coupled with capital, 
hag come here from other cities, and the pro- 
gressive spirit which the new business men in 
our midst have shown has proved in a measure 
contagious,and, as 2 consequence, much locked- 
up local eapital has been invested in buildings 
and loaned at reasonable rates of interest to 
those who gave promise of making good use of 
it in their business. The younger generation of 
Buffalonians have caught the metropolitan 
spirit, and, backed up by the family wealth, 
are making themselves felt in the business 
world. No tendency has been noted toward 
contraction in local business houses, Increased 
facilities and more room have been sought by a 
number of houses, and the business part of the 
town is spreading out. There isa disposition 
here, as elsewhere, to guard against locking up 
capital in surplus stock. Much building is 
pal on, and strikes in building trades have 
been guarded against by agreements between 
builders and workmen. Land values are stead- 
ily increasing. 

Kochester has quite a real estate and building 
boom, and every manufactory of note there is in 
a state of healthful activity. The relations be- 
tween capital and labor are amicable. Towns 
like Jamestown, Hornelilsville, and Batavia re- 
port considerable activity in the line of build- 
ing, and in nearly ali of them there is a marked 
improvement inthe real estate market, theugh 
it is to be noted that all disclaim anything like 
the Western boom. Business is on a substantial 
basis. The backwardness of the season is com- 
plained of in some instances, but markets are 
good and prices moderate. Little or no trouble 
seems to be expected between capital and labor. 

In Northwestern Pennsylvania, the shutting 
down of oil operations has apparently hurt busi- 
ness. Bradford reports a ilatreal estate mar- 
ket, and too many business houses for the popu- 
lation. Adding to this the effects of the shut- 
down, and the Summer outlook is far from good. 
The oil country in general is no better off. Care- 
ful calculation demonstrates that five years of 
very prosperous business, and an advance of 20 
per cent. in oil workers’ wages will be required 
to make good the losses sustained during tho 
yéar of shut-down. An advance in the crude 
marketis quite certain before July, and if oil 
country people refrain from buying this may in 
some measure mitigate the effects of the shut- 
down by giving producers more money for their 
product, and the workmen some wages from the 
oll fund provided for them.

LOR MALFEASANCE IN OFFIOE. 


THE ORANGE COUNTY EXCISE COMMIS- 
SIONERS TO BE PROSECUTED. 

MipDLeTown, N. Y., May 13.—At the an- 
nual session of the Excise Commissioners of 
this town last week the board granted to appli- 
cants no less than 64 licenses to seil spirituous 
or malt liquora during the coming year. This 
ig an average of 1 license to each 225 inhab- 
itants. The board laid over several other appli- 
cations fer action at an adjourned meeting. This 
wholesale licensing of the trafiic has led to the 
formation of a Law and Order Society, 


with the purpose of prosecuting the Coin- 
missioners ot Exeise for alleged maifea- 
Ssance in office. The society itlled yesterday 
with Assistant District Attorney George M. 
Bush, for submission to the Grand Jury, a 
series of charges against Excise Commissioners 
David Haight, Lewis Scott, and Louis Bauer, 
covering six cases of alleged aggravated viola- 
tions of official duties under the excise laws. It 
is charged that the Commissioners knowingly 
and wiiltully granted hotel licenses to persons of 
bad character and to those having no such ac- 
commodations for the entertaiament of travel- 
ers as the law requires. The charges are backed 
up by the teatimony of many reputable wit- 
nesses, and the prosecution of the olfending 
Commissioners promises to be a notable case in 
the courte. . 

In most of the towns in this section the re- 
spective Boards of Excise have taken heed of 
the recent decision of Jutige Barnard in the case 
of the Wappinger’s Falis Commissioners, and 
have granted licenses for the coming vear with 
cautious and sparing hands. Much disappoint- 
Mentis felt throughout tbe rural districts by 
Democrats as well as Kepublicaus who are not 
interested in the rum traiiic over the action of 
Gov. Hillin defeating the Crosby High License 
bill, and this feeling intensifies the desire to se- 
eure the enforcement of the restraining clauses 
of the excise laws uow on the statute books.

A VALUABLE DERELICT. 

PANAMA, May 5.—The Pacific Steam Navi- 
gation Company’s steamer Llo, whieh arrived in 
this bay on April 25, brought news of a large

None of chem 
Was successful in the search, having looked 
too far to the westward, as it is now supposed 
she must have drifted eastward and may strike 
some Japanese port if see dees not go to pleces. 
The crew of the derelict is supposed to have 
landed in Talcahuano, Chili, but no account 
was received from them at Caliso while the ilo 
was in that port. The name of the ship, ber 
Captain, owners and place of destination are 
unknewn, She is supposed to have sailed from 
Iquique or some other of the larger nitrate 
porta of Chili. She was apparently abandoned 
on account of fire, as, when siglted her masts 
were not standing, and she presented other 
appearances of such a catastrophe.

A DISGRACE TO MANITOBA 


THE LATE MINISTERS TO BA 
CRIMINALLY PROSECUTED. 
NORQUAY AND HIS ASSOCIATES CHARGED 
WITH THIEVERY AND EMBEZZLEMENT 

BY PREMIER GREENWAY. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 13.—In the 

Legislature yesterday the late Government, and 
particularly Mr. Norquay, got a terrible rebuke 
from Premier Greenway, who continued the 
budget debate. He said he had documenta in 
his possession to prove that Norquay was & part 
ner with Mann and Holt in the contract for the 
eonstruction of the Hudson’s Bay Railroad. He 
further stated that the Government had uncer 
consideration the advisability of inatituting 
eriminal proceedings against Norquay and La 
Riviere in connection with that and othe: 
matters. Subsequently, when referring to 
other delinquencies, the Premier  inti- 
mated that the Government had decided 
to proceed criminally against these twe 
individuals. Pointing to Norquay, the Pre 
mier referred to him as a “ dishonorable gentie- 
man,” and said that to-day another steal ol 
$26,000 had been discovered. Referring to 
Acton Burrows, late Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture and now publisher of the Cal/, the Pre- 
mier said: “ Helis the greatest disgrace that 
ever fed at a public erb.”’ Such words as 
“thief,” “robber,” and “ embezzler” were freely 
used in making the charges. In speaking otf 
the $256,000 of Hudson’s Bay bonds, the Premier 
said the money was divided among a party ol 
boodlers, of which the late Gevernment was 4 
partner. The announcement created great ex- 
citementin the city and extra editions of the 
papers were issued. 
Treasurer Jones's speech is admitted to be the 
biggest exposé of provincial rottenness ever 
made in Canada. He did not conclude bis speseh 
until 10 P. M., having begun at 4 o’cleck. In 
speaking of the printing scandal, he read letters 
and telegrams sent from Mossrs. La Riviere, 
Burrows, and Bourden to Jobn Lovell & Sons, 
showing that the contract was presumably from 
the Government direct, and a letter from a 
Montreal uris demanded thé payment of a bal- 
ance still due of $460 70. The provinee 
has already paid to tho Times Printing 
Company of this city and the Canada 
Publishing Company of 8t. Boniface $13,723 72, 
in full for Engiish and French reports of the 
Agricultural Department for 1883. Tho bills 
rendered by J. Lovell & Sons show the total cosi 
of the work to have been $6,266 O08, a profit te 
the two local firms of $7,457 64. Besides this 
great protit, 500 copies of the French reports 
had never been delivered to the department 
and $980 25 had been paid for private tele 
plenes to the Ministers’ residences. Referring 
to the bonus recieved from the Govern: 
ment for statistics from the  Agricult- 
ural De partment, hoe said that the 
check ° $2,500 received for 1884 
was illegally used for private purposes for 11% 
days, aud @ similur check for 1585 was received 
in June, 1886, one indorsed by La Riviere and 
Burrows, but was not pald into the Treasury 
until Feb. 18, 1888, when the mopey was handed 
te the Deputy Treasurer by Mr. La Riviere iu 
the Merchants’ Bank. The latter gentieman 
had been written to foran explanation, but ne 
reply had been received. He said the totai 
amount of the defalcation of the late Queen's 
printer exceeds $13,000. 

Mr. Norquay foliowed Treasurer Jones, speak: 
ing until midnighi. lu his opening remarks he 
referred to the unpreeedented position he was 
placed in, in not having a single one of his for- 
mer colleagues present in the House at thie 
time. Those who should have been there to show 
Whatever blame or credit there was had 
absented themselves dnd left him alone, severa! 
of them being in the United States. He had 
heard for the firsttime of the transactions by his 
colleagues, and if they could not satisfactorily 
explain those matters he should be among the 
first tocundemn them. The debate waa con- 
tinued until a late hour, the legislative hali being 
crowded with people. 


DENOUNCED FROM THE ALTAR. 


A MONTREAL PAPER CONDEMNED 
ARCHBISHOP FABRE. 

MONTREAL, May 13.—A ciroular from 
Archbishop Fabre condemning the Fost, the 
Irish Catholic organ in this city, for its persiat- 
ent attacks on the Pope, was read from the pul- 
pits of all the Catholic churches to-day. Since 
the Papal rescript in referenceto the plan of 
campaign was issued the Pest has been ac 
cusing the Pope of being influenced by mer. 
cenary motives, and of sacrificing the Irish 
to please the British Tories. It has also been 
urging the Irish to pay no attention to there 
script, saying that they were quite able to look 
after their own affairs, and that the Pope had n4 
right toimterfere. In the circular the paper is 
not mentioned by name, but is referred to as an 
“alleged Irish Catholic paper, which belies the 
name.” The circular says: 

* Theimpiouscalumniator has dared to aceuse 
our Holy lather of selling himself to England 
aud sacrificing the Irish peopie. The Holy 
Father would rather lose the whole world thao 
do an injustice to Ireland, and England is toa 
poor to induce him to commit an act unworthy 
of himself or to hurt his Irisu children,” 

‘The faithful are warned not to read the paper 
or to suifer it to fall into the hands of thei: 
children. The rescript, as pointed ont by the 
Jrish American of New-York, was addressed te 
the Bishops, ard the peeple had no right té 
discuss it until it was read by the Bishops 
Father Dowd commenting upon the circular 
said the paper had done a great deal of harm t¢ 
the cause of religion. but the Archbishop had 
probably refrained from reading it in order tc 
give it a chance to referm, which is taken te 
mean until the editor Is replaced.

A DESPERATE BRAR FIGHT 


A RUNNING STRUGGLE OVER 
A MILE OF GROUND. > 
THE NARROW FSCAPE OF A LUMBER-~ 
MAN WHO WAS ANXIOUS TO SE- 
CURE TWO LOVELY LITTLE OUBS. 
Lock HAVEN, Penn., May 12.—‘** What do 
you think of e bear fight over a mile long ?” was 
the somewhat surprising inquiry made by 
George Barnes, a Clearfield County lumberman, 
who was in this place afew Gays ago. ‘Thad 
ono like that two weeks ago,” said he, “and I 
am not particularly anxieus to have another. 


As near as I can remember it was something like 
this: 

*“T was outin the wood, a couple of miles from 
the little town of Gozzam, looking around for 
railroad-tie and telegraph-pole timbers. I don’t 
live in Gozzam, but, after getting through with 
my prospocting, I thought I would walk to that 
place and see how things were getting along 
there. I was enly an eighth ef a mile or so from 
the road that leada into Gozzam, but before I 
reached the road [stumbled on two little bear 
cubs, lying as snug as could be on the sunny 
side of a fallen hemlock tree. I am no bear 
hunter, and I don’t know anything about bears. 
If [had known something of the ways of that 
animal I dare say I would have been satisfied 
with afew seconds’ admiring gaze at the sleeping 
cubs and passed on without Gisturbing their 
slumbers.

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QUANTRELL'S BLACK DEEDS. 


CLOSE OF THE REUNION OF MISSOURI'S 
CRUEL GUERRILLAS. 

Biur® Springs, Mo., May 13.—The old 
Missouri guerrillas shook hands yesterday and 
parted. Mrs. Quantrell was bidden an affection- 
ate farewell by each in turn, and left for her 
home in Ohio. The mother of the famous bandit 
questioned all the men in turn about her son, 
and left under the belief that he was not as 
black as he has been painted. 

William Clark Quantrell, whose name for five 
years was a terror in Missouri and Kansas, was 
born in Canal Dover, Ohio, in 1837. W. W. 
Scott, who was a schoolmate of young Quan- 
trell, says that he exceeded most boys in ability 
telearn. He was neat in person, but not in- 
clined to the company of young ladies. Fishing 


and hunting were his most agreeable pastimes, 
He was an expert shot, and could throw stones 
with unerring accuracy. 

His most terrible raid was the Iawrencs 
(Kan.) massacre. It is a matter of speculation 
why Lawrence was chosen for the attack. Some 
say it was because men from Lawrence and 
vicinity had been coming into Missouri and 
stealing stock; others heid, and doubtless cor- 
rectly, that it was because Quantrell had a per- 
senal spite against the place for his treat- 
ment therein former days. In many respects 
this raid 1s unequaled in the annals of Amert- 
ean history. With buta handful of picked fol- 
lowers, and surrounded on all sides by Union 
soldiers, Quantrell rode boldly into Lawrence 
and killed 180 citizens and soldiers, escaping 
back to Missouri, where the company disbande 
with a loss of but seven men. It was one of the 
moat bloody and merciless outrages of the war. 

In the Fall of 1864, the Confederate armies 
having retreated from Missouri, and there being 
no longer @ field for the exercise of his peeuliar 
talents, the notorieus guerrilla gathered up a 
number of his old eomrades ata rendezvous 
in Lafayette County, and set out with 
them for Kentueky, intending to go to 
Maryland, either to surrender with Lea 
or engage again in guerrilla warfare. It was on 
the 1st day of January, 1865, that the band 
effected the passage of the Mississippi River 
about 15 miles from Memphis. They 
rode through Big Creek, Covington, Paris, 
and other places, keeping up a constant 
skirmish with the enemy. One day Quantrell 
induced Capt Frank Barnette, who commanded 
a company of militia, to go with him on a hunt 
for Cenfederate guerrillas. Barnette took 30 
men on the expedition and they were all 
assassinated. Frank James was the slayer of 
Capt. Barnette. 

It was on the 10th day ef May, 1865, when his 
command fought its last fight, near Taylorville, 
Ky., when Quantre!1 was mortally wounded and 
his band was almost annihilated. The guerrilla 
ebief was taken to the Sisters’ Hospital in Louis- 
ville, where he died on the 6th of Juno foellow- 
ing, and was buried in St. John’s Cemetery. 
Capt. Gregg said that he was the first 
Quantrell man Frank Jameseversaw. Gregg 
and Ben Morrow on the 27th of March, 1863, 
crossed the Missourl into Clay County at Blue 
Mill Landing and went toa house on Fishing 
River, near the home of Frank James, and he 
went there to make Gregg’s acquaintance. The 
two guerrillas remained in Clay and Platte Goun- 
ties until the latter part of May, when they 
wont back to Quantrell. Frank accompanied 

em. 

Frank and Jesse James were net mentioned 
often yesterday by these old-time fighters. All 
their words of admiration were for Quantrell. 
In fact, Andy Walker, who was one of the most 
dashing of the Quantrell command, and one of 
the best shots, joined the officers of the law in 
an eager hunt for the James boys after the Blue 
Cut ropbery in 1879.

EXPRESS COMPANIES AT WAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—Warrants were 
issued yesterday for the arrest of two unknown 
men who are accused by J. ©. Wobensmith, 
Philadelphia manager for the International 
Express Company, of being “spotters” in the 
employ of the Adams Express Company and 
interfering with the Internationai’s business. 
The arrests are made te establish the connection 
of the rival eompany with the men, and is pre- 


liminary to a euit to be brought against the 
Adams Express Company in the United States 
court for alleged conspiracy to injure the 
business of the younger company. The 
fignt is a triangular one, and both the 
Pennsylvania and Reading Railroads are 
involved in it. Some time ago the Reading 
Company itis alleged refused to handle inter- 
national freight either by fast line or express, 
and its agents were informed that the only way 
freight would be received would be through the 
Adams Company. Manager Wobensmith says, 
that acting on advice from R. A, McKinney, the 
New-York manager, their freight was shipped 
by Adams Express, and instead of arriving in 
four hours was deteined several days. He also 
accuses the Adams Express agents of opening 
express boxes consigned to the New-York ottice, 
delivering the packages and collecting the money. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad has refused te accept 
the International's business unless the packages 
are sent separately. The rate on first-class 
freight is 22 sents a hundred pounds or leas, and 
the International, by sending their packages in 
boxes, have succeeded in getting their freight 
through at nominal rates. The express cem- 
pany charges the Pennsylvania ana Reading 
Freight Agents with discrimination, and a peti- 
tion to that effect has been forwarded to the 
Inter-State Railroad Commission.

NINETY-FIVE MILES AN HOUR. 
Washington Letter to the Philadelphia Ledger. 
An application has been filed by a New- 

York civil engineer for a patent for a locomotive 
and tender designed for making faster time 
than has ever been made in this or any country. 
The boiler is rectangular in shape, having a 
large and permanent area of evaporating sur- 
face, supported by a great extent of heating 
surface, the pressure to be sarried being 210 
pounds per inch, which is but one-third of the 
bursting pressure at its weakest points. The 
cylinders are in the rear ofinstead of between 


the truck wheels, and the fire box is supported 
between the centre ef gravity of driving wheels. 
All the combinations of parts are in exact har- 
mony, aud it is intended to easily make the time 
of 60 miles per hour with 10 coaches, and can, 
without violent atrain, be brought to 95 miles 
per hour with the same load. This gain in per- 
fermance over the present machine is obtained 
by a mathematical constMiction with reference 
to the distance between rail centres upon which 
it is supported, and is the first application made 
which has embraced and epesifiad every portion 
of a locomotive and tender constructed mathe- 
matically with reference to the limits within 
which they must be confined and supported. 
As a result of exact propertion with reference 
to sueh base, the cost of maintenaneo will be 
greatly below the general average of present 
constructions.

Ferrymen said that travel to this city was not 
extraordinary. It was discovered that Hovoken- 
ites, in anticipation of the drought, laid in a lib- 
eral supply of bottled beer and ale Saturday, 
and those who did not sent to the corner gro- 
cery yesterday and bought wet groceries. The 
streets were uncommonly free from intoxicated 
persons. A woman who keeps a popular garden 
on the hill declared that the law made a differ- 
ence in her weekly receipts of between $300 and 
$400, Baloon keepers generally complain of 
the harshness of the law, and ths Hudson Coun- 
ty Liqnor Dealers’ Association will soon make a 
test case, claiming that the law is unconstitu- 
tional. An arrest can be made only on com- 
plaint of three citizens, and there is no jury 
trial for the offender; he must pay a fine of $250.

It was to be expected, therefore, that 
books would appear touching this matter 
of Corinthian yachting. Until the publica- 
tion of Capt. Howard Patterson’s excellent 
“Yachtsman’s Guide” all the works of any 
value to the amateur sailor were English 
and treated of Engtish r Mr. TF. Robin- 
fon Warren’s “On Deck” is an attempt to 
give in a brief volume some hints that shall 
be useful to the young seaman. It is not to 
be demied that there are some good bits of 
advice in this book, but the truth is that

most of them are in danger of meeting with ; 


that contempt which is 
while the rest are not much more valuablo 
toa seafaring person than an essay on the 
“ Buntersandstein” of the Triassic period. 

The first 40 pages of Mr. Warren’s little 
volume are without value to any one. They 
are taken up with accounts of the ignorance 
of sea officers half a century ago, the pleas- 
ures of a night in the ‘‘ roaring forties,” the 
manner of fighting men-of-war in the days 
of Nelson and to-day, and with a few des- 
ultory remarks about England’s naval 
brigade. These pages certainly contain no 
advies to the young Corinthian yachtsman, 
while the ‘‘ yarns’ which are introduced 
are extremely musty, and are toldin a col- 
orless manner. The question of keels versus 
centreboards now arises, and the author 
covers two pages in recapitulating argu- 
ments as old as himself, and reaching the 
inevitable conelusion that centreboards are 
the better for shallow waters and keels for 
deep-sea cruising. 

Chapter VI., which follows, is the best 
in the book, though it does not contain any 
advice nor any hint except the indirect 
suggestion that one may be a smuggter and 
lead a very jolly life. It narrates the do- 
ings of a lawless schooner called the 
Martita, engaged in defrauding the rev- 
enue laws of Mexico, and is by no meansa 
bad “twister” for a landsman to spin. The 
next chapter isa brief one, in which the 
author warns his reader against studying 
text books on seamanship. This is abeut 
the worst advice that could  pos- 
sibly be given. No well-informed person 
will undertake to combat the statement 
that it is impossible to learn hew to saila 
as by studying books. But all who 
nave tried the experiment will 
mit that a thorough knowledge. 
the theory of seamanship is the 
most substantial groundwork for iis 
practice. The wisest thing a young yachts- 
man can do is to study the best books he 
can find on fore-and-aft seamanship. After 
he has mastered the subject, let him place 
himself under a thoroughly accomplished

sailor and learn to put his theory into } 


practice. A cruise of two weeks in a good 
yacht, or, better still, a Sandy Hoek pilot 
beat, will make him familliar with the 
practical application of most important 
things which he has studied. He will not 
be a first-class seaman, for to be that re- 
quires, above all things, experience; but he 
will be much further advanced on the road 
than the man who has never read a 
text book. ‘Tho opposition to books is 
only to be found among merchant 
seamen, whodo not stand upon the same 
fe as yachtsmen. A sailor whose 
schooling has been mostly through a speak- 
jing trumpet, aided and abetted by a belay- 
ing pin, cannot comprehend the value of a 
text book tothe trained mind of an educated 
gentleman, competent to grasp the meaning 
of atheory. ‘The utility of text books 1s 
recognized in the education of our naval 
officers, and Admiral] Luce’s “* Seamanship” 
is the standard work on the subject, and is 
studied at the Annapolis Academy. 

Mr. Warren, after noting the rules of the 
road at sea, and adding his testimony to the 
efticacy of the use of oil im storms, (for 
which he is to be commended,) takes up the 
subject of navigation, and quickly finds 
himseif in uncomfortably deep water. He 
wisely advises his reader to study the sub- 
ject under an expert, and then speedily dem- 
onstrates that he himself is not the required 
instructor. He first diseusses the lead line, 
and hisremarks on its value to the navi- 
gator are sensible and timely. The gallant 
young Corinthian is prone to have a much 
higher regard for his bright new chronome- 
ter and shining sextant, but on soundings 
in a fog on a dark night his best friend will 
always be the humble and homeiy lead line. 
Mr. Warren also describes the log line and 
its uses, and instructs his reader how to 
find a vessel’s leeway and how to correct 
her courses for variations of the compass. 

Having disposed of these important mat- 
tersin an exceedingly superticial manner 
the author hurls himself upon the subject 
6f dead reckoning, which he dismisses in 
eight pages. “‘In former years,” says Mr. 
Warren, “when nautical science was not as 
far advanced as at present, dead reekoning 
was almost entirely relied upon by navi- 
gators in eonducting their vessels from 
port to port, and is still extremely useful in 
conecting the results of our observations of 
the heavenly bodies.” This announcement 
of the value of dead reckoning as a cor- 
rection for the results of observations will be 
news to sea Captains, who have for years been 
in the habit of entering in the log side by 
side theirlatitude and longitude by account 
and by observation and using the latter as 
a point of departure at noon of each day 
from which to compute the dead reckoning 
for the following 24 hours. Barring this 
remarkable expression of opinion Mr. War- 
ren’s explanation of dead reckoning is suffi- 
ciently accurate as far as it goes. Butit is 
altogether too brief and whoily inadequate 
to the requirements of the subject. It

The Elizabethan 
note is forced in many other ways, until the 
results are such as might seem more pleas- 
ing toromantic nursemaidsthan to people of 
cultivation. 

The art displayedis at bottom the same 
as that of Mrs. Evans and Mrs. Southworth; 
itis the rhodomontade of ‘St. Elmo,” with 
an avoidance of the eneyclopedia but a 
frantic employment of a dictionary of 
Elizabethan words. To this is added much 
thin Swinburnianism about pale throbbing 
throats, blood, and kisses. The second 
stery is much stronger. The “farrier lass” 
of Piping Pebworth is the familiar Kathe- 
rine, the Shrew, who does nof marry her 
low-born Petruchio, although she loves him, 
because her cousin Ruth, to whom that vil- 
lage beau is betrothed, comes and begs 
her on her knees not to carry him off. 
This is very complete and charming 
in plot and the style is less strained. 
lt also lacks that common form of

There is 
still a common tonch in the talk of Lernon, 
the narrator, concerning his vixenish wife;

variety. ‘‘ Nurse Crumpet Felis the Story’’ 
is a counterpart te ‘‘ A Brother to Dragons” 
in its ferced phraseology and what may be 
termed its literary vulgarity, But it differs 
in having one excellent incident td which 
the young authoress has not done justice, 
namely, the lecking up of a husband ina 
cave by a doting young wife when the man 
is ordered oif to the wars. The ridiculous 
side of the incident is concealed by making 
the wife crazy and causing the death of the 
husband through hunger and damp; but 
none too successfully. From lack of liter- 
ary art this incident, which might have 
proved extremely moving if treated with 
excessive simplicity, is a complete bur- 
lesque. 

Miss Rivesis an interesting phenomenon 
in fietion and may be compared with Mr, 
Shorthouse and Mrs. Burnett, the one be- 
cause he has dealt with old English scenes 
and tried to reflect the speech of past cent- 
uries, and both because of their passion for 
lords and ladies. Thomas Hardy has re- 
produced in the modern English peasants of 
his novels some of the Elizabethan quips 
and repartees which Miss Rives attempts. 
She has great natural talents for 
writing, but is sad need of an 
editor. She places crying colors where 
they are not needed. She uses vile terms, 
which have a purpose and meaning in 
Shakespeare, merely to heighten the “ old- 
time” effects which she seeks, without un- 
derstanding (let us charitably suppose,) 
what they really mean, and without per- 
eeiving (of that we may be certain) that to 
use strong words where they have no rele- 
vance to the story is bad literary art.

A SPECIMEN WESTERN REPUB- 
LICAN. 


R. A. ALGER, ex-Governor-of Michigan, is‘ 


one of the somewhat numerous Republic- 
ans who have been “mentioned” for the 
Republican nomination for the Presidency, 
and whose friends have now and then given 
out that if the first place on the ticket 


could not be had perhaps the second would , 


be taken. There is no reason in Gov. 
ALGER’s not very well-known public-career 
why he. should not aspire with propriety: 
to either of these-honors at the hands of his 
party, and were the state of politics differ- 
ent, were the two great parties divided on 
some controlling question, as in 1860, so 
that the votes would be decided by the 
issue mainly and not by the’ men on the 
ticket, Mr. ALGER would be a better-candi- 
But 
he is not exactly the sort of man that tits 
these times, and-he is not very likely to be 
taken as either a-substitute or a companion 
for Mr. BLAINE. 

We call attention. to him at present be- 
cause he has just written a letter to the 
**Home.Market’Club” of Boston, in response 
to a request to speak on the tariff, that 
throws some light on the views and temper 
of the Republicans in the West. He de- 
clines to make an.address on the subject, 
but he includes in his letter a brief:and we. 
have no doubt a perfectly sincere statement 
of hisopmions. He says that there is ‘no 
doubt in his mind that the tariff laws should 
be thoroughly overhauled from the. first 
item on the list to the last.” This, 
will be seen, is a radical depart- 
ure from the common idea of the 
Eastern Republicans that all “ agitation” 
of the tariff is bad, and that the mere 
threat of such “‘ overhauling” by the Demo- 
crats has been disastrous to many industries. 
Mr. ALGER goes on to say: *“* There seems 
to be a general demand for this all over 


the country, not perhaps [note the “ per-: 


haps’] so much for a radical reduction as 
to give an ample opportunity to the peo- 
ple tothoroughly discuss and understand 
it.’ This has been the policy THE Times 
has urged for many years back. It is the 
policy of common sense and practical busi- 
ness judgment, since it must be plain that 
a complex body of tariff laws, adopted 
mainly in war times under wholly differ- 
ent conditions from those of the present, 
and very much changed in their effect by 
changes in the internal revenue taxes, can- 
not be continued forever without revision. 


And though Mr. ALGER disclaims the inten- - 
tion of advocating a “radical reduction,” | 


he goes on to say: “I believethe policy 
should be, while thus overhauling it, [the 
tariff,] to abolish all duties that do not con- 
flict with our home products and industries, 
thus relieving the country in a measure 
from the great drain of its treasure that is 
constantly being made, and placed in the 
Treasury and beyond the reach of commer- 
cial use.” 

This is not very clear, and from Mr. At- 


GER’s later remarks itis plain that he would ; 


retain a good many high duties, and even 


| make some duties higher, in order to pro- 


tect home industries. But the principle of 
abolishing duties unnecessary to protect 
home industry is one that, when the “ pco- 


/ 


ple thoroughly discuss and understand it,” 
will be found to require a very “rad- 
ical reduction” indeed. For if all 
rates of duty were made enifficient to 
cover only the difference in the 
cost of production between foreign 
goods and American goods, practically all 
the high duties would be abolished. That 
isa fact that is being made clearer with 
every step in the discussion. And though 
Gov. ALGER does not probably now realize 
the effect of the application of the principle 
he lays down, there is a constantly-increas- 
ing number of men, Republicans as well 
as Democrats, throrghout the Union 
who do understand it. Nor have 
we any reason to doubt that, on 
candid examination of the matter, 
Mr. AtGer himself would accept the con- 
sequences of his own reasoning. Itis of no 
small moment that a Republican of his 
standing, addressing a protectionist club 
long after the pending Tariff bill had been 
before the public, has not a word to.say in 
condemnation of that bill, and advocates a 
thorough ‘“ overhauling” of the tariff on a 
principle that would logically lead to a 
much:more extreme reduction: than-is pro- 
posed. in that bill. 


OUR HIGHWAY ROBBERS. 

The men who-are responsible for the man- 
agementof the-elevated roads.in this city 
seem to hold the. opinion -that it does not 
practically” matter;whether the company 
is esteemed. or detested by the community. 
That is to-say, they consider that they can 
secure as:much business, remain as free 
from:interference:on the part-of the public, 
and make as much money if'they evade 
their moral and.legal obligations in every 
way thatis not actually forbidden by the 
Penal'Code. It:is a matter of: considerable 
public importance:that this opinion should, 
if possible, be shown to be unfound- 
ed. For this company, above any 
other steam railroad in the country, 
and probably in the world, owes its 


existence to public favor. The delegation « 


ofthe .right of eminent.domain to :secure 
the right of way in the cases of ordinary 
Tailroads is simply-a provision to secure the 


promoters of the;publicconvenience against : 
} the factious opposition or the extortion of 


individual landowners. Theelevated roads, 
on the-other hand, are constructed ‘through 
the public streets in which the right of the 


public to passage is only an easement and: 


does not include ownership. The railroad ‘ 
does. not own its rightef way as anordinary 


railroad does,.forthe-reason that-itwas not. 


owned by the State, but was simply the: 
transfer-of a:public. easement to a private 


corporation, the ultimateownership still re- 


siding inthe owner oftheabutting property. 


It-is plain that these owners.are entitled to | 


peculiar consideration on the part of the 


managers ofthe company. Instead-of meet-: 


ing with this they have met with so peculiar ‘ 
an absence of consideration thatifthe man- 
ager of an ordinary railroad, running 
through a rural district, had treated the 
owners of the farms adjoining it as the 
Manhattan Company has+reated the owners 
of the-streets through which its lines pass 
the.chances are that public-opinion would 
have expressed itself by demolishing the 
road and burning up-the buildings. What 


equity and decency required of a road so 


highly favored as the elevated was a 
prompt settlement of ‘its-obligations to the 
owners. After the roads had been in opera- 
tion, say, four years, there-were ample data 
from: which: to compute the actual damages 
to the rental vaiue of abutting property. 

Of course this would have varied enor- 
mously. In.some streets the occupation of 
the road amounted to a virtual confiscation 
of'the property; in others the damage was 
slight; in still others the occupation was 
a positive benefit, though this can no more 
be assessed upon the owner benefited in 
the case of the elevated than in the case of 
any other railroad. If a fair and:competent 


commission had been appointed.as soon as., 


the-effect of the road’ upon adjoining prop- 
erty was ascertained, and the. decisions of 
this commission promptly honored by the 
company, there would have been no cause 
for complaint. What the company has 
actually done is to seize every occa- 
sion for delay, with the imopr- 
dently avowed purpose of worrying and 
ultimately of defrauding people, whom it 
hadin many cases injured and in some 
cases ruined, out of the amount of their 
just claims. It compelled every property 
holder, big or little, to fight it single-handed 
by refusing to accept any case as a test 
case and by carrying every case to the 
court-of last resort. Its representative re- 
minded the unfortunate: property holders 
that the company “hired its law by the 
year’ and that the cost of resisting just 
claims was a trifling detail of its operating 
expenses, while the cost of prosecuting them 
was to many of the claimants ruinous. 
When at last all other legal resources had 
been exhausted and the time approached 
when the damages awarded must be actual- 
ly paid, the company introduced a new 
“dodge” by instituting proceedings for the 
condemnation of the easements. It has dis- 
covered, however, that this device is over- 
smart and that while this proceeding was 
authorized by law it would not be allowed 
to obstruct the proceedings in the suits for 
damages. 

Itis monstrous that there should be no 
more adequate redress for the property 
holders. It is manifest that the men who 
avail themselves of these technical means 
of defeating justice are a gang of malefac- 
tors whose offense is very literally a 
“highway” robbery. But as they evi- 
dently do not mind either being or being 
known to be malefactors, it is necessary 
that the State, which has granted them the 
power they have.criminally abused, should 
intervene in bebalf of their victims. A 
general commission, with power to make 
awards in all cases thatwere broughtbefore 
it and to enforce payment’ ot these.a wards, 
seems to offer the most-effectual means of 
baffling the machinations of the gang. 
It is very plain that something must be 
done by the State to save its ewn good 
name and the public respect for the law. 
‘When aman the savings of whose whole 
lifetime have been confiscated by the de- 
struction of his property is forced to raise 
as much more money as the property is 
worth in order to collect damases for its 


destruction it is not to be wondered at if 
he, and many of those who hear his story, 
should declare that Anarchy is preferable 
to a law under cover of which such 
atrocious injustice can be perpetrated. 


NATURAL GAS FIRE RISKS. 

The startling explosions-of natural gas in 
Buffalo last Thursday, one of which caused 
the destruction of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Cathedral, gave additional force to the 
warnings which had just been published in 
two insurance journals of this city, the 
Chronicle and the Insurance Times. The use 
of fuel gas in thousands of dwellings, public 
buildings, and factories has compelled fire 
underwriters to study a new kind of risk, 

- and reports of fire losses in the region where 
the new fuel is displacing coal show that 
itis a risk with regard to which the insur- 
ance companies may be forced to make new 
rules, 

The Chronicle publishes tables that 
show the losses from ten leading known 
causes of fire in the State of Pennsylvania 

for the last three years. In each year in- 
cendiarism is at the top of the list, the 
average annual loss from this cause having 
been more than $550,000. In 1885 natural 
gas was at the bottom of the list with a loss 
of only’ $72,700. In 1886 it had risen from 
the tenth place to the third, with a loss of 
$308,028, and in 1887 a loss of $246,033 
gave it the fifth place. In the last-named 


-year 4 per cent. of the fires in the entire: 
‘ State were caused by this. gas, and the per- 


centage for that part of the State where 
natura! gas is used was, of course, much 
larger. For the three years the property 
loss from this+cause was $900,152 and the 
insurance loss $700,489. It has been said 


othat the use of the-gas tends to diminish 


the fire loss by “climinating many of the 
-hazards incident;to the use of other-fuel.” 


~The Chronicle can find no proof of the truth 


of this assertion. 
The Insurance Times recalis the experi- 


“ence of underwriters with reference to the 


use».of the machines by which-gas is made: 
ont of crude petroleum. Such gas is heavier 


-than the. surrounding air, and when it is’ 


permitted to escape by leakage or through 
an-unstopped burner it sinks to the lowest 


level and graduaily fills the rooms or the j. 


cellar to which it is confined, where the ‘ 
flame of a match will ignite it and may 
cause ‘the.destraction of life and property. 


. So the natural gas,” says the Insurance 


Times, ‘* possessing all these dangerous -qual- 
ities, [those of petroleum gas,] is in its pres- 
ent state a menace to the safety of every 
city, town, factory,.or. dwelling where it.is 
used.” 

These:papers do not urge that the use.of: 
natural gas should be discontinued, but 
only point out that additional safeguards 
should be-devised for the protection of con- 
.sumers and insurance companies. Owing 
to the-cheapness and cleanliness of the new 
fuel and other-advantages with which man- 
ufacturers are familiar, nothing but a 
failure of the supply can prevent its) 
use in cities where it can be fur-. 
nished at a low cost. One company 
now supplies gasin 22,916 dwellings and | 
796 factories, and search for new reservoirs 
is being made wherever there is any proba- 
bility that they can be found. It is very 
plain, however, that something remains to 
‘be done for the safety of consumers-and the 
protection of property. If the insurance: 
companies shall be forced to fix special rates . 
for natural gas risks their action will un- 
doubtedly tend to serve the interests of. 
consumers as well as their own and to, 
make the new fuel-even.more valuable and, 
attractive than it isnow by compelling the» 
use of new devices for the control of it. 


THE CALIFORNIA LUMBER RING. 

In his speech concerning the tariff, on the 
25th ult., Mr. Bynum of the Ways and 
Means Committee referred to the petition of 

‘the manufacturers and shippers of pine: 
lumber on the Pacific coast, and pointed 
out the hypocrisy of these men, who have 
united.in a kind of Trust, and by-prevent- 
ing competition have been making enor-. 
mous. profits out. of the necessities of the 
people. They declared that if the duty of’ 
$2 per thousand feet should be cat off, the 
business of supplying lumber on the Pacific . 
slope would be transferred to British. 
Columbia. ‘Foreign honses,” they said, 
“will establish:branches at each,coast port, 
and the.entire.zmanufacturing and hauling 
trade will be in alien hands, leaving the 
American citizens who pay taxes nothing’ 
but the privilege of paying:cost and profit 
to the alien who does not.” The Tribune 
of this-city ridiculed this speech, and tried 
to break the force of Mr. Bynum’s state-- 
ments about. the Pacifie.coast lumber-ring 
by quoting the-.assertions of ‘California 
men in Washington” that an advance of $12” 
per thousand in price had been.caused by 
“the extraordinary demand for lumber as 
compared with the supply,” although the’ 
ting petitioners had:assured the committee 
in their petition that they were “‘able to 
supply” the market. 

Proof that prices were advanced arbi-, 
trarily by a ring, and that the solicitude of 
the petitioners for the welfare of American 
citizens, employés as well as consumers,.is a 
mere pretense, has been furnished by the 
Tribune itself. On March 18 the Tribune 
published the following dispatch from its 
own correspondent in San Francisco: 

“The Pine Lumber Pool has succeeded during 
the past year in advancing the prices of lumber 
$12 to $15 per 1,000feet or the ground of 
high shipping rates and inereased wages. The 
grounds for the advance are trivial, as the 
wages of the men are only $5 more per month 
and the running.expenses of the vessels are no 
greater. ‘Che pool, which has adopted all the: 
methods of newly-invented Trusts, has simply 
made the people of California pay about $1,500,- 
000 into its pocket. It controls ships and. 


mills, and regulates the price of lumber to suit : 
itself.” 


So the prices were not put up because the 
demand was greater than the supply, but 
because the Pool agreed that they should 
go up, and the excuse that wages had been 
increased is admitted by the Zribune’s corre- 
spondent to have been only a pretense. One 
week later the same paper published a 
sketch ofthe career of JamMrS B. MONTGOM- ! 
ERY, ‘‘the Creesus” of ;Oregon, who was. 
shipping lumber to San Francisco and sell- 
ing it there “ at a profit of $6 a thousand.” 
Well might Mr. Bynum say: “ It is remark- 
able that with this condition of affairs no 
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‘the interests of:aliens.

for the finest timber land in California was }own House of Representatives passed a 


only $2 50 an acre, and that holders of 
such land, which would yield 50,000 feet of 
lumber to the acre, were offering it at $10. 
It is notorious that thousands of acres of 
the best timber in the-State have passed into | 
the hands of speculators by means of 
fraud at a merely nominal price, under a 
perversion of the Federal land laws. The 
cost of the standing timber, with the land 
thrown in, our correspondent asserted, has 
been about 1 per cent..of the-selling price 
of thesame timber when cut up and de- 
livered in the San Francisco market. The 
lumberman’s profit is said to be in many 
cases from 100 to 200 per cent. Our corre- 
spondent’s estimate of an average profit 
was at least $750 per thousand. Itis plain 
that the ring would not suffer greatly by 
a removal of the duty of $2 per‘ thousand 
even if timber land in British Columbia 
were given away. 

The ring memorialists profess to be tor- 
mented with fear lest the loss of this duty 
of $2 should reducethe wages of the Ameri-. 
can citizens whom they employ and serve 
With regard to this‘ 
our correspondent said: 

“8o far from giving the employés any benefit 


-of the protective duty, the m{fll owners have for ‘ 


years been steadily beating down the seale of. 
wages dy the, introduction of the cheapest kind 
of labor that can be raked and scraped from 
the onds of the earth. Chinamen, Portu- 
guese, Russians, Poles, and ail the other 
eheap and nasty sorts of workmen swarm 
in every lumber-district and-work in flocks for 
wages that will not afford a decent subsistence 
to Amertcans or to men resembling Americans 
in their methods of living. The more expensive 
Americans and their like are hired only for such 


parts of the operations as cannot be accom- 


plished by the less skilled Chinese and other 


.cheap foreign laborers. Wherever.one of these 


can be shoved-in one-of the former is shoved 
out.” 


He deseribed the operations of one lum- 
ber company, whose annual profits were 


$150,000 on an investment of $300,000. 


Its lumber, costing no more than $10, is 
sold for $20, and he asked if the farmer 
would see the home market for his wheat 


{which is shipped to England)-destroyed if 


the ring should be compelled to sefl him, 
the same lumber for $18. It appears that 
many people have been deprived of the 
comforts of good houses by the extortionate 
demands of this protected Pool. The ap- 
peal from California for a retention of the 
duty on lumber is an appeal for the-con- 
tinued protection of a ring which could re- 
duce its prices by twice the amount of the 
duty and still make large profits and hold 
the market. 





THE ARBITRATION CONFERENCE. 

The measure just passed by Congress for 
assembling a conference of the republics to 
the south of us and the empire of Brazil is 
one of much interest. Of the two objects to 
be undertaken by this gathering, those of 
establishinga system of arbitration in in- 
ternational disputes and of promoting com- 
mercial intercourse, the former, at least, 
should. not be-difficult to arrange. 

Several noteworthy steps for the peaceful 
settlement of international disputes have 
lately been taken. The English memorial 
for a permanent tribunal of arbitration, 
signed by 233 members of the House of 
Commons and brought to thiscountry by a 
special deputation, has already been suc- 
ceeded by-a.like-:movement on the part of 
France, notice having been recently given 
in the Chamber of Depnuties.of.a resolution 
signed by 112 members desiring to estab- 
lish the principle of arbitration between. 
their country and ours. While these. over- 
tures from across the ocean should be ac- 
cepted in the spirit with which they are 
offered, there is a special propriety in first 
establishing a system of arbitration among 
all the independent countries of North and 
South America, thus setting an example for - 
the nations of Europe, with their enormous 
military machinery. 


To-some.of the countries invited to send 
representatives to the Washington confer- 
ence arbitration.isafamiliar practice. Hon- 
duras and Colombia-have an existing com- 
pact for submitting all their disputes to a; 
tribunal, the:-President-of:the United States 
being the umpire unless a different one is 
specially chosen. Mexico has an agreement . 
with us of forty years’ standing for the nego- : 
tiation of disputes. Article 21 of the treaty 
of 1848 provides for the arbitration of 
joint commissioners-or:.of a friendly nation, 
although not in a mode sufficiently specific - 
to attain the best results. It is a remarka- 
ble fact that at least three-fourths of the 
resorts to arbitration since the beginning of 
this century for the-settlement of particular 
controversies have found a New World Gov- 
ernment concerned on one side or the other 
or on both. Our own country has agreed to 
arbitration in upward of thirty of these 
cases. and United States ofiicials have been 
appointed the arbiters in several others. 
Besides our arbitrations with European 
countries we have had two or more with 
Mexico, Peru, Costa Rica, and Ecuador, and 
one each with New-Granada, Chili, Para- 
guay, Venezyela, and Brazil. The President 
of the United States has been the arbiter 
between Chili and the Argentine Republic, 
and also between Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
during the last soven years. In addition 
Brazil has had arbitrations with Great 
Britain, Nicaragua, and Chili, both with 
Great Britain and with France; Chili a 
with Colombia. : 


These and other facts which have been 
carefully laid before Congress show that 
most of the countries which meet in the 
Washington conference will have had seme 
experience of arbitration in individual 
cases. But, of course, what is aimed at is 
much broaderin scope, namely, a perma- 
nent tribunal or system of arbitration to be 
brought inte operation as a matter of course : 
en the arising of difficultics. The docn-

THE TENNESSEE DEAD-LOCK 


TAYLOR AND ANTI-TAYLOR: 
DELEGATES STILL FIRM. 
THE GOVERNOR HAS A MAJORITY OF 

THE VOTES, BUT THE TWO-THIRDS 
RULE KEEPS THE PRIZE FROM HIM. 
NasSHVILLE, Tenn.,.May 13.—The Demo- 
eratic State Convention having fafled after tak- 
ing 30 ballots to nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor will reassemble at noon to-morrow, but at 
what time the opposing forces will agree upon & 
standard bearer no one can tell. When the 
ficlegates left the State House this morning, 15 
minutes after the belis had announced the hour 
of midnight, they were as far apart as when the 
gavel of the- Chairman called them‘to business 
four days previously. The Taylor men were 
resolved to renominate the gentleman who fills 
the Executive chair, no matter what manor men 
might be brought before the convention in the 


hope of securing harmony in the ranks of the | 
party. The delegates opposed to tne renomina- 
tion of Taylor were equaily firm in the determi- 
nation that he should not receive their support. 

Taylor having obtained a majority of all the 
‘votes cast, his friends claim that as he was still 
the strongest canaidate the minority should 
eome to the majority and make a nomination. 
This was laughed at by the anti-Taylor men. 
Many delegates returned home this morning. 
Some will eome to-morrow and stand by their 
respective favorites till the end. Out of 76 
delegates from Shelby County only 8 are in the 
eity to witness the proceedings of the coming 
week. They hoid the proxies of the absent mem- 
‘bers. 

Nothing else is talked of in the State but the 
convention, and telegrams are pouring In from 
every quarter. Some urge the nomination of an 
outside man, while others bid the Taylor and 
Trousdale people to stand firm. The Taylor men 
fay they expect to nominate the Governor on 
the second or third ballot to-morrow, but give 
mo reason for this assertion. Keports which 
cannot be traced to any reliable source are in 
cireulation to the effect that large delegations . 
from the several counties will reach the city 'to- 
morrow and protest against the action of some 
delegates in voting against Taylor contrary to. 
the instructions given them.

Yhe Republican primaries in St. Paul last 
night were free from bitter contests and from. 
such inharmonious influences as might have 
grown out of the importation into the delegate 
contest of the rivalries of the various local, 
candidates for Governor. There seems to have.. 
been a general consent not to fight the battle 
for Governor until the field is reached. Ail the 
candidates for Governor will probably be repre- 
sented by their friends in the Ramsey County 
delegation to the State Convention this week, 
but they seem disposed te waive their rivalries 
for the time. 

There was a very large number of County Con- 
ventions in the State yesterday. The striking 
unanimity of sentiment in favor of tariff re- 
form which has been noted several times during 
the past week is strongly emphasized in the 
resolutions of yesterday’s conventions. The 
only exception visibie is the vague statement 
that the delegates from Olmsted County favor 
high tariff The public opinion upon the ques- 
tion of a Presidential candidate as reflected in 
these conventions is less unanimous, but no less 
Biguificant. Almost the only names mentioned 
are those of Blaine and Gresham, and Mr. 
Blaine’s recent refusal to be a candidate con- 

erts this Imto a substantial agreement upon 
Grockan. For all practical purposes he is Min-, 
uesota’s candidate for President. 


THE OHIO DEMOCRATS. 
PREPARING FOR THE CONVENTION -AT 
DAYTON TO-MORROW. 

Dayron, Ohio, May 13.—Only a-few-of 
the Democrats who are to take part.in the State 
Convention on Tuesday and Wednesday have 
made their appearance here, but the hotels are 
engaged from basement-to, garret for the next 
three days,and-the town will be alive with en- 
thusiastic visitors by noon to-morrow.

A LEGISLATIVE MUDDLE. 
LIVELY TIMES AHEAD IN WASHINGTON 
TERRITORY. 

SEATTLE, Washington Territory, May 13. 
i—That which promises to be the biggest polit- 
ical sensation this Territory has ever known, 
unless Congress corrects matters, has just been 
developed. One ofthe laws passed by the last 
Legislature was that the next session of the 
Legislature should begin on the second Monday 
in January, 1889, instead of on the first Monday 
of December, 1889.

It 
appears that the members of the Legislature 
elected in November, 1886, did not take their 
seats until March, 1887, and cousequently their 
terms do not expire until March, 1889, or three 
monthe after the next legislative session begins. 
The situation promises lively compiications, for 
if the next Legislature should be Democratic 
it will make an effort to have the new 
members take their seats in January next. If 
the Republicans should win, the Democrats will 
try tostrain a point to have the old members 
hold on until March, for they will have advan- 
tages attending the equal division of the Council, 
éix being Democrats and six Republicans,

tion. Anether interesting feature of the situa- 
tion is the provisionfof section 1,886 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, that no session of the Legis!ature 
of a Territory shall be held until the appropria- 
tion for its expenses has been made by Congress.

MAKING GRAVE OHARGES. 
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MARYLAND’S STATE ATTORNEY AT-~ 
TACKED BY THE GRAND JURY. 

BALTIMORE, Md., May 13.—Something of 
a sensation was produced here yesterday after- 
noon by the publication of the Grand Jury report. 
The foreman of the jury is William Keyser, one 
ofthe richest and most prominent men of the 
city and a leader among the Independents. 
The report makes grave charges of laxity 
against the State Attorney’s office. The State 
Attorney is Clarles G. Kerr, who has held the 


position for many years. He stands well so- 
Clally and is a strong Democrat. The indcict- 
ment docket of the Crimimal Court shows that 
771 indictments were framed upon the cases 
presented, which were disposed of as follows: 
216 were adjudged guilty, 105 were adjudged 
not guilty, 291 were nolle proseguied, and 150 
cases are awaiting trial. Of the cases already 
disposed of, 35 per cent. were adjudeed guilty, 
13 per cent. were acauitted, and 47 per cent. 
noile prosequied. Should the same percentage 
hold true of tho remaining cases not yet dis- 
posed of, the resuit will be that 274 will be 
found guilty, 131 not guilty, and 366 nolle 
prosequied, or,in other words, 47 per cent. of 
the whole will be disposed of without trial at 
the sole discretion of the law officers of the State. 

The Grand Jury are of the opinion that this 
disposition of the ease brought before their 
body indicates a looseness In the administration 
of criminal justice which cannot but be preju- 
dicial to the public welfare, and which calis for 
an investigation with a view to determining 
whether or not the exercise of the power to 
dispose of so large a percentage of criminal 
cases by nolle prosequi is judiciously exercised 
in the interest of justice. 

The report is particularly severe on Sunday 
liquor selling, which is quite general in Balti- 
more. It shows that over $4,000 was spent in 
finding 211 indictments, and then it proceeds to 
say: “Of the cases adjudged guilty fines were 
imposed amounting in the aggregate to $990. 
Should the same proportion hola good in the 
untried cases as has prevailed with those 
already disposed of, but 51 cases of those 
presented will be adjudged guilty in any form, 
and be subjected to any fine or punishiment, 
These figures alone convey but a feeble idea of 
the demoralizing effects of this method of deal- 
ing with violators of the law.’’ Ths report 
helds the prosecuting officers responsible for 
this demoralization: 

After it was read, State Attorney Kerr arose 
and demanded an tnvestigation. 6 sald that 
the State Attorney is allowed his own discretion 
in the nolle prosequi of cases, and that the Sa- 
preme Bench had decided that the absolute 
right to enter a nolle prosequi belonged to the 
State Attorney. He was not prepared to dis- 
pute the Grand Jury’s figures, but he demanded 
an immediate investigation.

SATISFACTORY REASON GIVEN FOR AN 
ELOPEMENT. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., May 13.—Miss Marian 
Chester, the leading lady of the Sanger opera 
troupe, which is now playing at the Potter 
Opera House, in this city, eloped Fridayjevening 
with Warren Lombard of the “She” company, 
which closed its engagement at Albany last 
Saturday.

LONG BRANCH SLEEPS YET 


HIDDEN IN A COLD GRAY 
FOG FOR SEVERAL DAYS. 
LOOKING TO A BIG YEAR NEVERTHE- 

LESS—A PEEP AT # =HILDRETH’S 
BRIDGE—SOME EARLY GUESTS. 
LONG BRANCH, May 12.—It is an old-time 
saying that a southerly wind and a cloudy sky 
are always delight to a fisherman’s eye, but the 
writer is willing to bet money that no fisher- 
man on the coastof Now-Jersey is pleased with 
the condition of the weather to-day. It would 
bea beautiful day ifit were not for the fog. But 
the southeasterly wind which has been doing its 
level best to make the place uninhabitable for the 
last three days is still at work, and it is driving 
a cold, gray vellof fog across country ata gait 
that would paralyze E. C. Carter. There is no 
general awakening at the great city by the sea 
yet. Long Branch is pretty much all asleep. 
To-day one could have fired a cannon along the 
bluff and he would not have hit anything except 


Hildreth’s Bridge. He could not have missed 
that. 


Imagine if you can, old frequenter of the 
Branch, a bowsprit on the West End Hotel. 
That’s Hildreth’s Bridge. Sheoting out from the 
centre of the second story on the east front, it 
runs about 250 feet to the edge of the bluff, 
where it terminates in a Summer house, or 
rather a pavilion, of goodly proportions. This 
pavilion towers some 40 feet above the surface 
of the sea. It is 115 feet long by 30 feet wide, 
and is divided into two stories. It will afforda 
very large amount of accommodation for the 
guests of the hotel, and there will be no better 
place on the entire beach to enjoy viows of the 
ever-changing ocean by day and by night and to 
revel in the healthful effects of the sooth- 
ing and cooling sea breezes. One of the arches 
of the bridge spans the driveway in front of 


the notel, and the other spans Ocean-avenue. 

One might suppose from this unsatisfactory ac- 

count that the bridge and its pavilion were ug- 

sightly and net an improvement, but such is 
not the case. The bridge is a respectable piece 
of architecture, and 1t really looks attractive. 

Mr. Hildreth, the proprietor of the West End 

Hotel, deserves credit for his enterprise. He is 

always making some improvement that will 

add to the comfort and pleasure of his guests, 
but he has done nothing, since the building of 
the theatre, as promising as this. 

There was some fun over the erection of this 
same bridge, by the way. The resolution author: 
izing it Was passed by the Board of Commission- 
ers during the absence of Commissioner Dob- 
bins, who is a hotel proprietor and who natural- 
ly objected seriously.

Mr. Drexel sailed for Europe last 
week, and he will bejmissing from Elberon this 
season. Still, there will beconsiderable life there, 
and probabiy none but the old frequenters of 
the Branch will see any difference in the place.

Passengers can etart from Branckport in the 
afternoon and after spending two hours at the 
Highlands, where they can inspect the light- 
houses and obtain the finest view on the Atlantio 
coast, be back in time fordinner.

10 ATTACK THE TRUSTS. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL TO HEAR AR- 
GUMENTS IN THIS CITY TO-DAY.. 

Attorney-General Tabor will to-day hear 
arguments in this city in an important pro- 
ceeding begun for the purpose of putting a stop 
to the system of trusts. After the legislative 
investigation held early in the recent session, 
bills were introduced with a view to dealing 
summarily with combinations of the kind. 
These bills failed to become laws. It was con- 
tended, however, at the time by Gen. Roger A. 


Pryor and other lawyers who were interested 
in the subject that the facts disclosed war- 
ranted proceedings under the existing law 
against the originators and abettors of the 
schemes. The Committee of Tammany Hall 
which was instrumental in pushing the matter 
has come to the conclusion that steps should 
be taken to test the question. With this end 
in view. two petitions weré recently submitted 
t the Attorney-General. n 

The particular trust which was selected as 
the first one for attackis the Sugar Trust, and 
both petitions affect its workings. One of the 
petitions asks the Attorney-General to institute 
an action against the Board of Trustees to oust 
them from their positions and to restrain them 
from exercising the powers and privileges they 
now enjoy on the ground that they have been 
and are unlawfully usurping corporate fran- 
chises. The second of the petitions is directed 
against the North River Retining Company and 
is atest one of the kind, the intention being, in 
case of success in this instance, to proceed 
against the other companies in turn. The North 
River Company’s case isan aggravated one, in- 
asmuch as the works were completely stopped 
when the Sugar Trust got under way. The At- 
torney-General is asked by the petitioners to 
bring an action in the name of the people of the 
State to vacate the charter of the North River 
Company, 

On reeciving the petitions the Attorney-Gen- 
eral directed the petitioners to serve notice of 
the application on the persons affected, and he 
a to-day aa the time for the hearirg. 
The arguments will be madein Part II of the 
Court of Common Pleas, atl P. M., both sides 
being represented by counsel. 

The procedings are based upon the . provisions | 
contained in seetions 1,798, 1808, and 1948 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure. By the first of 
these sections the Attorney-General is empow- 
ered to bring an action to vacate the charter of | 
a corporation if it has offended against any pro- 
vision of an act by or under which it was creat-, 
ed, altered, or renewed, or any amendatory: 
act; if it has violated any provision of law’ 
whereby it has forfeited its charter, or 
become Hable to be dissolved by abuse of its 
powers; if it has forfeited its privileges or 
Yranchises by a failure to exercise its powers; 
if it has done or omitted any act amounting | 
to a surrender of its corporate richts, privi- 
leges, or franchises,:or if it has exercised a 
privilege or franchise not cenferred by law. 

Section 1.808 directs the Attorney-General , 
to bring such an action if the public interests 
require it. By section 1,948 the Attorney-Gen- 
eral is empowered to maintain un action on 
his own information or on the complaint of a 
private person “ against one or more ons 
who act as a corporation withia the State 
without being duly incorporated, or exercise 
within the State any corperate rights, privi-s 
leges, or franchises not granted to them bythe 
law-ef the State.”

DR. LAWRENCE SPEAKS. 


HE SAYS MRS. DISS DEBAR IS NOT 
FRAUD AND HE IS A MARTYR. 

Early last week Dr. B. M. Lawrence, who 
gained notoriety through his connection witn 
the alleged Diss Debar conspiracy against 
Luther R. Marsh, announced that he felt ‘*com- 
Delled in self-defense to make a full pubiio 
statemant of many startling facts;” that he 
would make some new revelations of inside 
facts concerning Mme. Diss Debar and Luther 
R. Marsh, and reply to these queries, ‘‘Is Mme, 
Diss Debar a gigantic fraud?” and “Is Luther 
BR. Marsh a deluded dupe ?” 

At the People’s Theatre last night Dr. Law- 
rence set out to do all these things by means of 
a lecture in support of Spiritualism, illustrated 
by stereopticon views of spirit pictures. One 
hundred and seventy-five persons heard him 
through. Of these 150 were Spiritualists, 19 
were beys who giggled and snickered at brief 


intervals,and the remainder were reporters. 
The “full statement of many startling facts” 
consisted of a renash of the oft-told story as to 
the manner in which spirit hands, holdinga 
material brush and working with spiritual 
paint, UF rece first-class oil paintings on can- 
vas held over the heads of sitters, through the 
mediumship of Mme. Diss Debar. One part 
of this statement, however, may have interest. 
It was that since Mme. Diss Debar’s incarcera- 
tion another medium has developed unusual 
powers very similar to those supposed to be 
possessed by the ‘“ex-High Priestess of the 
Temple of Truth.” Another was that the full 
extent of Mme. Diss Debar’s ambition has been 
underrated. Dr. Lawrence stated last evening 
that Mme. Diss Debar aspired to obtain posses- 
sion of the property on both sides of Mr. Marsh’s 
house, after she acquired that gentleman's resi- 
dence, in order to transform them into one 
gigantic temple. The queries mentioned were 
auswered in the negative. 

Speaking of his inearceration in the Tombs, 
Dr. Lawrence charged that a cesspool from 
which foul vapors arose opened into his eell. 
The sheets on his couch were as black with filth 
as the floors of the cell. He was obliged to 
spread newspapers on the bed and lie on the 
ournals which had so often lied about him.

cockroaches crawled over him. He was put in 
acellonce occupied by a murderer, while his 
son was put in another. They were reunited, 
however, when a jailor had suggestively said:

A DESTRUCIIVE FIRE. 


NEARLY TWO HUNDRED MEN THROWN 
OUT OF WORK. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—The steel works 
and sheet rolling mill of Henry Diaston & Sons 
and large saw works at Tacony were totally de- 
stroyed by fire early this morning. Two 
watchmen who were In the mill discovered the 
flames. Thoy ran right past a fire alarm 
box to the police station, twe blocks 
away. The wind was pbiowing from the 


northwest, and when the engines arrived the 
whole building, which was 300 feet long, 200 
feet wide, and 20 feet high, was ablaze. It 
was the biggest fire Tacony has ever known, 
and 5,000 people arose from their beds 
and enjoyed the sight. The flames threatened 
to destroy the gas works, which adjoined the 
burning building, and the flremen had hard work 
to prevent an explosion. The other buildings of 
the works, particularly the hardening shop ana 
the machine shop, were threatened, but they 
were deluged with water, and saved from 
destruction. There was a great deal of valuable 
raachinery in the burned mull. The engines, 
which cost $50,000, are a total loss. The 
furnaces are all wrecks, and tons of rolled steel, 
ready for the finishing room, were spoiled. The 
loss will foot up 330,000, and the insurance 
amounts to $190,000. 

It will take about four months to rebuild the 
mill, and meanwhile 180 men are thrown out of 
work. Superintendent Williams says a good 
many of the wen will be given work 
rebuilding the mill, which was supposed 
to be fire-proof. This is the third dis- 
astrous fire the Disstons have suffered. On 
Oct. 27, 1883, the handle factory was destroyed, 
causing a loss of $60,000. Ten years previously 
the old works at Front and Laurel streets were 
burned out. The tire of to-day will not materi- 
ally interfere with the filling of contracts. 


DOUBLE MURDER AND ARSON, 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., May 138.—A shocking 
tragedy occurred yesterday afternoon at 
“Busby Tract,” near Middieport, eight miles 
east of this city, where there lived a Polish 
miner named Anthony Putlavish with 
his wife and a young countrywoman 
named Mary Keith. Putlavish, together 
with several Poles, who boarded with him, are 


imoiners employed at the Big Vein colliery, abous 
ahailf mile distant. When they returned from 
work on Saturday evening they found the 
house a heap of smoking ruins, and among the 
embers the charred remains of the two women. 

There is no doubt that the fire was an incendl- 
ary act designed te cover an atrocious double 
murder. An axe, which Putiavish left at some 
distance from the house in the morning, was 
found beside one of the bodies, and a neighbor 
living half a mile distant, who was attracted 
by the smoke and who was first to reach 
the seene, says that when he arrived he 
lainly saw the body of one of the women 
ying just inside the door with bleod flow- 
ing from a gash in the head. There was 
between $800 and $1,000 in money in 
the house, and it is supposed that robbery was 
the incentive to the murder and arson. The 
excitement is intense, but as yet uo clue has 
been ebtained to the authors of the horrible 
crime, though reagan attaches to one of the 
boarders'who has disappeared.

Yesterday was a very busy day for the horses 
and trainers at the tracks.on Coney Island, fer 
nearly ali the horses were given a taste of 
pretty good work on the tracks that were quite | 
heavy. A couple of thousand people visited the 
tracks during the day tosee the horses make 


their final trials for the races to-morrow. Inter- 
est, of course, centred in the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap candidates. Of these the great Hanover 
was the one most carefully watched by all 
visitors to the Gravesend track. He had 
his trial with the 95-pound boy, Neu- 
meyer, up, and no one but those in the 
stable secrets knows how much lead besides. 
The Messrs. Dwyer, who timed his mile and a 
quarter trial, made it 2:164, and others caught 
lt at 2:17.

The winner will 
probably be found in that lot unless the Dwyers 
decide to start Sir Dixon, which is a possibility 
but doubtful.

The Central Labor Union had a very 

lively discussion -yesterday over the report of 

ite committee that it had appointed to:plead 


with District Assembly No, 49 to help out, or | 


rather not to fight, the locked-ont journeymen 
brewers, There was one condition upon which 
No. 49 would desist from opposing them, and 
this condition was most galling to the Brewers’ 
Union. This organization had sought to compel 
the master brewers to employ only members of 
the Brewers’ Unions, and No. 49 now demands 
asa condition of ite taking a handin the. fight 
that the Brewers’ Union and the Cen- 
tral Labor Union should recognize the 
working cards of No. 49. A large number of 
Knights of Labor who belong to No. 49 have 
already taken the places of the locked-out and 


striking journeymen, and should the Brewers’ 
Union make peace with the master brewers and 
authorize its men to return to work many of the 


_latter will be unable to get situations because 
| they are filled with No. 49 Knights, and the 


Brewers’ Union would be obliged to recognize 
A peace with Ne. 49 at 
that price would be too dear for the Brewers’ 
Union, andits delegates argued the question 
long and earnestly, but ne definite decision was 
arrived at. 

Other proceedings of the Central Labor 

‘Union showed that the boycott on pool beer is 
not as effective as it was hoped thatit would 
be, and that many trades unionists continue to 
-indulge in the excommunicated beverage. Sec- 
tion 10 declared that it would expel any of 
its members that were caught drinking pool 
beer, unless they were disciplined by their 
unions. Acomplaint was made that the Phenix 
Association of Brass Workers had arranged to 
have apicnic at Sulzer's Harlem River Park, 
where pool beer was gold, and the meeting di- 
rected it to oancel its contract with 
the preprietor of the place, and a general 
order was issued to all trades and labor organi- 
zations connected with the Central Labor Union 
to cancel all contracts that they had made to 
hold picnics in parks that sold pooi beer. As 
pool beer is sold in all the parks in this city and 
vicinity trades unions will be compelled to deny 
themselves the pleasure of recreation in the 
parks during the dog days. Still another order 
was issued prohibiting labor organizations from 
nee meetings in buildings where pool beer is 
sold. 

Then Section 6 requested Central Labor Union 
to try and come to a satistactory understanding 
with No. 49, by which there will be a mutual 
recognition of working cards, Tbe locked-out 
brewers then announced that they would sup- 
ply ssloon keepers with 1,000 barrels of beer 
per week, The Arbitration Committee reported 
that the proprietor of Beethoven Hall had 
agreed toemploy union waiters. The tobacco 
section requested that no:saloon, park, or any 
other place of amusement be called a union 
place unless everything sold there 18 made by 
union men. The Law Cominittee was directed 
to find out why the Female Factory Inspector 
bill did not pass. A complaint that Baker Eich- 
enberg of Broome-street employed non-union 
men was referred to the Arbitration Committee, 

The locked-out brewers are to have a parade 
this merning. They will assemble at Clarendon 
Hall, and at 11 o’ciock they will start on the 
march to Fourth-avenue, down past the Cooper 
Union, into the Bowery, to Canal-street, to 
Broadway, and down to tne City Hall, where a 
committee will call on the Mayor and tell him 
that the men have not ali gone back to work. 

Most of the delegates to the National Confer- 
ence of the United Labor Party at Cincinnati 
started yesterday morning by the Erie Railroad. 

A meeting is to be held to-merrow evening of 
the representatives of workingmen who are in 
favor of nominating candidates to tho Legis- 
lature and du not believe in a third Presidential 
candidate. 

The Excelsior Labor Club is going to send a 
eommittee to wait on Duke & Sons, cigarette 
manufacturers. The club learned that the firm 
intends to take 50 ‘girls, cigarette rollers, place 
them in the tobacco department, and have the 
cigarettes made by machinery. The girls say 
that while they are expert cigarette rollers, 
they understand nothing of the other depart- 
ment. So the committee will ask the tirm to 
keep the giria at their old work. 


METHODISMS GREAT WORK, 


DR. NEWTON’S TRIBUTE TO WESLEY— 
A PLEA FOR UNION. 


The Rey. R. Heber Newton of All Souls’ 
Church talked about “ Methodism” yesterday 
morning. ‘“ By every test of greatness,” he 
said, *‘ Wesley was one of the master men of 
earth. Physically he had an endurance whicn 
seems well-nigh miraculous. Mentally he was 
blessed with talents of a highorder. With the 
exception of Mohammed no religious reformer 
bas so completely stamped his own individuality 
‘on his organization. Spiritually he was the 


peer of Luther and Paul, one of the few men 
who rank second alone to the very greatest 
order of souls. To him, more than to any one 
man, the revival of religion which ranks next to 
the Reformation in the history of Christendom 
is due. 

“The story of the rise and spread of Method- 
ism is one of the most fascinating romances in 
the wonderful histery of religion. Were I preach- 
ing before this great Conference upon its invita- 
tlon, charged with presenting to its members a 
courteous, yet honest, criticism of the defects 
and faulte and dangerous tendencies of their 
church, as seen by a friendly outsider, I should 
have ample materiul for my sermons. It is a 
more modest and, for us, more edifying task to 
study the many and great excellencies of this 
wost remarkable church, with a view to our in- 
atruction as members of another bedy, and to 
our inspiration as individual Christians. 

* Methodism presents a noble conception of 
essential religion. The system of culture for 
the religious life presents one feature which in 
some way we greatly need. The class system 1s 
a wonderfully effective method in a Hving 
church, and supplies the ‘missing link’ by which 
to hold young members to the church and keep 
& watenful eye upon their growth. The home 
missionary work of Methodism has been carried 
to its marvelous success by an itinerant minis- 
try, and by the consecration of the money- 
‘making power on the art of § its 
Jlatty. The organization of the church fa- 
cilitates such missionary effort. It is 
an army under military discipline, worked by 
business methods, and animated by the energy 
ot a glowing eapritde corps. This great church 
in its ideal is theologically liberal beyond any 
other othodox church save our own. The con- 
centration of effort upon the spiritnal life aud 
woral character leaves the mind free to think. 
Westey meantitso tobe. He gloried in the fact 
that there was the widest tolerance of opinion. 

*‘A great and noble church from whieh we 
have much to learn; which has much to learn from 
us; @ church which, taken together with our 
own, presents a striking case of two mutually 
supplementary bodies, each having what the 
other needs to make a ful! and sounder life; a 
church whieh 1s of one blood with ourselves, the 
daughter of the same mother. Is it not possible 
for these two churches to draw together into 
some practical federation out of which might 
come eventually a reunion? Will this great 
Conference heed the appeal of our House of 
Bishops and set itseif to consider what can be 
dove toward a higher Christian union?’

RUN BY ELEOTRIOITY. 

The Electric Age, in its forthcoming issue, 
will say: ‘“‘Contrary to the general impression 
that there is only an electric railroad here and 
there, an examination of electrical railroad sta- 
tistios shows that there are already 130 miles of 
road in operation on this continent, Of this 
number, 21 miles are in operation in Pennsyl- 


vania, 16 miles in New-York, 10 in Ohio, ana 83

‘WHAT LITILEWOOD BNDUBED. 


CONDITION OF-THE WALKERS AFTER‘THE 
RACE—THE RECEIPTS. 
It became known yesterday that it was 


’ pluck alone thatenabled Littlewood, the English- 


man, to win the six days’ go-as-you-please con- 
test in. Madison-Square Garden which ended on 
Saturday night. Littlewoed’s feet.are in a-terri- 
ble condition. On the second day of the racea 
huge blister appeared under the ball of his right 


foot. On the following day another*blister ap-. 


peared on his left foot. On Wednesday’ his little 
toes began to swell, and on Friday they gathered 
and burst, laying open thefiesh so that the bones 
were visible. His running on Friday and Satur- 
day chafed the broken flesh apart so that it hung 
in flaps from both of his littie toes. In the mean- 


time the skin on the blisters had been worked 
off, and the map ran for two days on raw flesh. 
He must have suffered excruciating pain durin 
the greater part of the contest. On the thi 
day his hip became swollen and inflamed with 
rheumatism. At four different times during the 
race it was thought by hia trainers that Little- 
wood would bxave to abandon the contest, but 
the plucky fellow determined to go on as long as 
he could hold the lead. 

When asked why he had not allowed his con- 
dition to become known until after the race Lit- 
tiewood said that had he done so he would have 
been pressed ao hard by the other contestants 
that he must have broken down. He preferred 
to keep silent on the bare chance that he might 
bo able to maintain his lead. He explained that 
his lameness on the last three days of the race 
was not caused by his hip trouble, as had been 
supposed, but by the condition of his feet. He 
lounged about the office of the Ashiand House 
yesterday afternoon with his feet wrapped up 
in towels. His face was pinched and drawn and 
his cheeks and eyes were hollow and sunken. 
Nevertheless he offers to run any manin the 
world in the Fall for from $1,000 to $10,000 a 
side. He was putin bed after his bath at the 
end of the race on Saturday night and slept 
until 9 o’cloek yesterday morning. 

Guerrero, after sleeping nine or ten hours, 
awoke refreshed. He says that he has nota blis- 
ter nor a stiffened joint, and that his condition is 
as good as when he startedin the race. His 
bulging and blood-shot eyes and shortened steps, 
however, tell their own story. He is to receive 
to-day from Donald Burns, one of his backera, a 
gold watch as a personal testimonial,

THEIE GAME AT AN END. 


HARLEM TRADESMEN RELIEVED OF TWO 
INGENIOUS SWINDLERS, 


A number of unsuspecting people at sun- 
dry times within the last two months have 
been induced to cash certain bogus checks for 
Wesley P. Seymourof 143 East One Hundred 
and LEighteenth-street and George Howard, 
alias Dr. Meyer. They are, the police of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct say, members of a gang 
of organized “workers,” who have been impos- 
ing upon people in Harlem. They were ar- 
raigned in the Harlem Police Court yesterday 
before Judge Gorman. Seymour is the sen of 
respectable parents, who discarded him a 
few months ago because of his misdeeds. 
His part of the proceedings seems to 


have been the obtaining of signatures, which he 
did by soliciting advertisements for unknown 
papersand getting the advertiser to sign his 
order. This signature was then transferred to 
a check for some not very large amount, and the 
cashing process was completed through con- 
federates. Seymour also represented himself as 
a private detective and as one of Comstock’s 
agents. Theother prisoner, Howard, is about 
35 years old. He was very weil dressed yester- 
day, wore a dixzmond pin and a gold watch and 
chain, and carried a gold-headed cane. 

The arrest was made on Saturday at One Hun- 
dred and Tenth-street and Third-avenue, at the 
instance of Manager Haines of Dreson’s cloth- 
ing concern on Washington-street, Hoboken. It 
had been Howard’s part to pass the worthless 
checks, and with one of them he had swindled 
Haines out of a seventeen-dollar suit of clothes, 
Some of the people who bave suffered from thé 
bad checks are Pease & Spencer, shoe dealers, 
who have lost $17; Rudolph & De 
Vergne, clothiers, $22; Van Gilluwer, grocer, 
$45; Hi. Stroub, oysters, $45; S. S. Dewey, 
storage, $45; W. H. Paine, flour, $65; Patrick 
Dugan, blacksmith, $60, and Mrs, Gessner, $7. 
Different tricka were used to gull these people. 
Mrs. Gessner rented a store to ‘ Dr. Meyer,” 
and for the month’s rent of $50 received a 
bogus check for $57, for which she gave $7 
change. Howard was committed at his own re- 
quest, and Seymour was remanded toe await ex- 
amination.

OBJECTING YO ORITIOCISM. 

The Rev. Dr. Rylance addressed a large 
congregation in St. Mark’s Church yesterday 
morning upon “Matthew Arnold’s Estimate of 
Civilization in the United States.” He said the 
question of civilization was very largely one of 
religion, and it therefore became a subject of 
legitimate troatment by the clergy. 

**Mr. Arnold came here as a critical observer 
of our country and our eivilization,” hoe said, 


“Dy mingling for a time with representative 
men, Andall that we could reasonably ask of 
him was that he should observe carefully, set 
nought down in malice, and that he should 
clothe his observations upon us in language free 
from splenetic severity. Mr. Arnold had 
observed all these rules of literary morals. But 
we are somewhat impatient of even just criti- 
cism, and we have declared that in eriticising 
us at all Mr, Arnold violated the principles of 
hospitality. This is silly. Ne one will charge 
Matthew Arnold with having abused the courte- 
sles and hospitalities shown him by us. He may 
have spoken caustically of some things he saw 
in our country, of crudities and incongruities 
that are observable tolthe traveler, but they were 
the failingsof every country. Any one who 
travels will observe them as the most apparent 
things wherever he goes. 

“But, on the other hand, no one had spoken 
more forcibly than he of the many commend. 
able things to be found in this country. He 
made the possible and common mistake of draw- 
ing too sweeping conclusions from meagre prem- 
ises. He did not observe as deeply as he might. 
But much of our sensitiveness over Mr. Arnold’s 
criticism comes of the fact that we were rubbed, 
perhaps, a little too roughly on some of our 
really sore spots. Let us frankly confess that 
We aro sensitive—diseasedly sensitive—of oriti- 
ciem of ourselves. Weall profess to be truth 
scekers, but truth is sometimes ap unpalatable 
thing when we find it, especiaily when brought 
home to us from some stranger. And yet the 
truth that wounds us when we discover it is the 
truth of which we most stand in need.”
